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VEHICLE DATA COLLECTION AND EVENT DATA RECORDERS 


This vehicle is equipped with an event 
data recorder (EDR). The main pur¬ 
pose of an EDR is to record, in certain 
crash or near crash-iike situations, 
such as an air bag deployment or hit¬ 
ting a road obstacle, data that will 
assist in understanding how a vehi¬ 
cle's systems performed. The EDR is 
designed to record data related to 
vehicle dynamics and safety systems 
for a short period of time, typically 30 
seconds or less. The EDR in this vehi¬ 
cle is designed to record such data 
as: 

• How various systems in your vehi¬ 
cle were operating; 

• Whether or not the driver and pas¬ 
senger safety belts were buckled/ 
fastened; 

• How far (if at all) the driver was 
depressing the accelerator and/or 
brake pedal;and, 

• How fast the vehicle was traveling. 


These data can help provide a better 
understanding of the circumstances 
in which crashes and injuries occur. 
NOTE: EDR data are recorded by your 
vehicle only if a non-trivial crash situ¬ 
ation occurs; no data are recorded by 
the EDR under normal driving condi¬ 
tions and no personal data (e.g., 
name, gender, age, and crash loca¬ 
tion) are recorded. However, other par¬ 
ties, such as law enforcement, could 
combine the EDR data with the type of 
personally identifying data routinely 
acquired during a crash investigation. 
To read data recorded by an EDR, spe¬ 
cial equipment is required, and 
access to the vehicle or the EDR is 
needed. In addition to the vehicle 
manufacturer, other parties, such as 
law enforcement, that have the special 
equipment, can read the information if 
they have access to the vehicle or the 
EDR.

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^ WARNING - Loose objects 
Loose objects in the driver’s foot 
area could interfere with the opera¬ 
tion of the foot pedals, possibly 
causing an accident.

A WARNING - Uprighting 
seat 

When you return the seatback to its 
upright position, hold the seatback 
and return it slowly and be sure 
there are no other passengers 
around the seat. If the seatback is 
returned without being held and 
controlled, the back of the seat 
could spring forward resulting in 
accidental injury to a person struck 
by the seatback. 


A WARNING - Driver respon¬ 
sibility for passengers 
Riding in a vehicle with the seat- 
back reclined could lead to serious 
or fatal injury in an accident. If a 
seat is reclined during an accident, 
the occupant’s hips may slide 
under the lap portion of the seat 
belt applying great force to the 
unprotected abdomen. Serious or 
fatal internal injuries could result. 
The driver must advise the passen¬ 
ger to keep the seatback in an 
upright position whenever the vehi¬ 
cle is in motion. 


A WARNING 

Do not use a sitting cushion that 
reduces friction between the seat 
and passenger. The passenger’s 
hips may slide under the lap por¬ 
tion of the seat belt during an acci¬ 
dent or a sudden stop. Serious or 
fatal internal injuries could result 
because the seat belt cannot oper¬ 
ate normally. 


Safety features of your vehicle 


A WARNING - Driver’s seat 

• Never attempt to adjust the seat 
while the vehicle is moving. This 
could result in loss of control, 
and an accident causing death, 
serious injury, or property dam¬ 
age. 

• Do not allow anything to interfere 
with the normal position of the 
seatback. Storing items against a 
seatback or in any other way 
interfering with proper locking of 
a seatback could result in serious 
or fatal injury in a sudden stop or 
collision. 

• Always drive and ride with your 
seatback upright and the lap por¬ 
tion of the seat belt snug and low 
across the hips. This is the best 
position to protect you in case of 
an accident. 

• In order to avoid unnecessary 
and perhaps severe air bag 
injuries, always sit as far back as 
possible from the steering wheel 
while maintaining comfortable 
control of the vehicle. We recom¬ 
mend that your chest be at least 
10 inches (25 cm) away from the 
steering wheel.

^ WARNING - Rear seatbacks 

• The rear seatback must be 
securely latched. If not, passen¬ 
gers and objects could be thrown 
forward resulting in serious 
injury or death in the event of a 
sudden stop or collision. 

• Luggage and other cargo should 
be laid flat in the cargo area. If 
objects are large, heavy, or must 
be piled, they must be secured. 
Under no circumstances should 
cargo be piled higher than the 
seatbacks. Failure to follow these 
warnings could result in serious 
injury or death in the event of a 
sudden stop, collision or rollover. 

• No passenger should ride in the 
cargo area or sit or lie on folded 
seatbacks while the vehicle is 
moving. All passengers must be 
properly seated in seats and 
restrained properly while riding. 

• When resetting the seatback to 
the upright position, make sure it 
is securely latched by pushing it 
forward and backwards. 

• To avoid the possibility of burns, 
do not remove the carpet in the 
cargo area. Emission control 
devices beneath this floor gener¬ 
ate high temperatures. 


A WARNING 

After adjusting the seat, always 
check that it is securely locked into 
place by attempting to move the 
seat forward or backward without 
using the lock release lever. 
Sudden or unexpected movement 
of the driver's seat could cause you 
to lose control of the vehicle result¬ 
ing in an accident. 


A WARNING 

• Do not adjust the seat while wear¬ 
ing seat belts. Moving the seat 
cushion forward may cause 
strong pressure on the abdomen. 

• Use extreme caution so that 
hands or other objects are not 
caught in the seat mechanisms 
while the seat is moving. 

• Do not put a cigarette lighter on 
the floor or seat. When you oper¬ 
ate the seat, gas may gush out of 
the lighter and cause fire.

To prevent 
unnecessary charging system 
drain, don’t adjust the power seat 
longer than necessary while the 
engine is not running. 

• Do not operate two or more power 
seat control switches at the same 
time. Doing so may result in 
power seat motor or electrical 
component malfunction.

Headrest 

The driver’s and front passenger's seats 
are equipped with a headrest for the 
occupant's safety and comfort. 

The headrest not only provides comfert 
for the driver and front passenger, but 
alse helps pretect the head and neck in 
the event of a rear collision.

A WARNING 

• For maximum effectiveness in 
case of an accident, the headrest 
should be adjusted so the middle 
of the headrest is at the same 
height of the center of gravity of 
an occupant's head. Generally, 
the center of gravity of most peo¬ 
ple's head is similar with the 
height of the top of their eyes. 
Also, adjust the headrest as close 
to your head as possible. For this 
reason, the use of a cushion that 
holds the body away from the 
seatback is not recommended. 

• Do not operate the vehicle with 
the headrests removed. Severe 
injury to the occupants may 
occur in the event of an accident. 
Headrests may provide protec¬ 
tion against neck injuries when 
properly adjusted. 

• Do not adjust the headrest posi¬ 
tion of the driver’s seat while the 
vehicle is in motion. 



Adjusting the height up and down 
To raise the headrest, pull It up to the 
desired position (1). To lower the head¬ 
rest, push and hold the release button (2) 
on the headrest support and lower the 
headrest to the desired position (3). 



Adjusting the angle (if equipped) 

The headrest angle may be adjusted by 
pulling or pushing the lower part of the 
headrest. 

Adjust the headrest so that It properly 
supports the head and neck.

Excessive pulling or pushing may 
damage the headrest. 
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Removal (except active headrest) 

To remove the headrest, raise it as far as 
it can go then press the reiease button 
(1) while pulling the headrest up (2). 

To reinstall the headrest, put the head¬ 
rest poles (3) into the holes while press¬ 
ing the release button (1).Then adjust it 
to the appropriate height. 


A WARNING 

Make sure the headrest locks in 
position after adjusting it to proper¬ 
ly protect the occupants.

Active headrest (if equipped) 

The active headrest is designed to move 
forward and upward during a rear impact. 
This helps prevent the driver's and front 
passenger’s heads from moving backward 
and thus helps minimize neck injuries. 

For your safety, the active headrest can't 
be removed. If there Is any problem with 
the active headrest, take your vehicle to 
an authorized KIA dealer and have the 
system checked. 


A WARNING 

A gap between the seat and the 
headrest release button may 
appear when seating on the seat or 
when you push or pull the seat. Be 
careful not to get your finger, etc.

Seat heater (if equipped) 

The seat heater is provided to warm the 
front seats during cold weather. With the 
ignition switch in the ON position, push 
either of the switches to warm the driver's 
seat or the front passenger's seat. 

During mild weather or under conditions 
where the operation of the seat heater is 
not needed, keep the switches in the 
OFF position. 

H! NOTICE 

With the seat heater switeh in the ON 
position, the heating system in the seat 
turns off or on automatieally depending 
on the seat temperature. 
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Safety features of your vehicle 


A CAUTION 

• When cleaning the seats, do not 
use an organic solvent such as 
thinner, benzene, alcohol and 
gasoline. Doing so may damage 
the surface of the heater or seats. 

• To prevent overheating the seat 
heater, do not place blankets, 
cushions or seat covers on the 
seats while the seat heater is in 
operation. 

• Do not place heavy or sharp 
objects on seats equipped with 
seat heaters. Damage to the seat 
warming components could occur. 


^ WARNING - Seat heater 
burns 

Passengers should use extreme 
caution when using seat heaters 
due to the possibility of excess 
heating or burns. In particular, the 
driver must exercise extreme care 
for the following types of passen¬ 
gers: 

1. Infants, children, elderly or dis¬ 
abled persons, or hospital outpa¬ 
tients 

2. Persons with sensitive skin or 
those that burn easily 

3. Fatigued individuals 

4. Intoxicated individuals 

5. Individuals taking medication 
that can cause drowsiness, 
sleepiness or impairment (sleep¬ 
ing pills, cold tablets, etc.)

A WARNING - Seatback 
pockets 

Do not put heavy or sharp objects 
in the seatback pockets. In an acci¬ 
dent they could come loose from 
the pocket and injure vehicle occu¬ 
pants. 
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Safety features of your vehicle 


A WARNING 

For proper operation of the 

Occupant Detection System (ODS): 

• Do not piace any items cumuia- 
tiveiy weighing over 2.2 ibs (1 kg) 
in the seatback pocket or on the 
seat. 

• Do not hang onto the front pas¬ 
senger seat. 
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Rear seat adjustment 
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Seatback angle (2nd row seat) 

To recline the seatback: 

1. Pull up the seatback recline lever. 

2. Hold the lever and adjust the seatback 
of the seat to the position you desire. 

3. Release the lever and make sure the 
seatback is locked in place. (The lever 
MUST return to its original position for 
the seatback to lock.) 


Folding the rear seat 

The rear seatbacks can be folded to facil¬ 
itate carrying long items or to increase 
the luggage capacity of the vehicle. 


A WARNING 

The purpose of the fold-down rear 
seatbacks is to allow you to carry 
longer objects that could not be 
accommodated in the cargo area. 
Never aliow passengers sit on top 
of the folded down seatback while 
the vehicle is moving. This is not a 
proper seating position and no seat 
belts are available for use. 

Ignoring this warning couid result 
in serious injury or death in case of 
an accident or sudden stop. 
Objects carried on the folded down 
seatback should not extend higher 
than the top of the front seatbacks. 
Doing this could allow cargo to 
slide forward and cause injury or 
damage during sudden stops. 
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2nd row seat 

1. Insert the rear seat belt buckle in the 
pocket (if equipped) between the rear 
seatback and cushion, and insert the 
rear seat beit webbing into the guide to 
prevent the seat beit from being dam¬ 
aged. 

2. Set the front seatback to the upright 
position and if necessary, siide the 
front seat forward. 

3. Lower the rear headrests to the iowest 
position. 



4. Puii on the seatback foiding iever, then 
foid the seat toward the front of the 
vehicie, the headrest wiii automaticaiiy 
foid down. 

5. When you return the seatback to its 
upright position, aiways be sure it has 
iocked into position by pushing on the 
top of the seatback. 



6. Unfoid the headrest manuaiiy. 

7. Return the rear seat beit to the proper 
position. 
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Double folding 

(2nd row right seat, if equipped) 

Pull the double folding strap on the right 
rear seatback, then pull up the rear of the 
portion seat cushion toward the front of 
the vehicie. When you return the seat 
cushion to its original position, always be 
sure it has iocked into position by pulling 
the rear portion of the seat cushion. 


A WARNING 

When you return the rear seatback 
to its upright position after being 
foided down: 

Be careful not to damage the seat 
belt webbing or buckle. Do not 
allow the seat belt webbing or 
buckle to get caught or pinched in 
the rear seat. Ensure that the seat- 
back is compietely iocked into its 
upright position by pushing on the 
top of the seatback. Otherwise, in 
an accident or sudden stop, the 
seat could fold down and allow 
cargo to enter the passenger com¬ 
partment, which couid result in 
serious injury or death. 


Safety features of your vehicle 


A WARNING - Uprighting 
seat 

When you return the seatback to its 
upright position, hoid the seatback 
and return it slowiy and be sure 
there are no other occupants 
around the seat, if the seatback is 
returned without being heid and 
controlied, the back of the seat 
could move forward or backward 
resulting in accidentai injury to a 
person struck by the seatback. 
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3rd row seat (if equipped) 

1. Insert the rear seat belt buckle in the 
pocket between the rear seatback and 
cushion, and insert the rear seat beit 
webbing into the guide to prevent the 
seat beit from being damaged. 

2. Set the 2nd row seatback to the 
upright position. 

3. Puil on the seatback foiding strap, then 
foid the seat toward the front of the 
vehicie. 



4. To use the rear seat, iift and puii the 
seatback backward by puliing on the 
foiding strap. Puli the seatback firmiy 
untii it clicks into piace. Make sure the 
seatback is iocked in piace. 

5. Unfold the headrest manually. 

6. Return the rear seat belt to the proper 
position. 


A WARNING 

When you return the rear seatback 
to its upright position after being 
folded down: 

Be careful not to damage the seat 
belt webbing or buckle. Do not 
allow the seat belt webbing or 
buckle to get caught or pinched in 
the rear seat. Ensure that the seat- 
back is completely locked into its 
upright position by pushing on the 
top of the seatback. Otherwise, in 
an accident or sudden stop, the 
seat could fold down and allow 
cargo to enter the passenger com¬ 
partment, which could result in 
serious injury or death. 
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^ WARNING - 3rd row seat 
3rd row occupants should always 
remain in the center of the seat 
cushion so the occupants head is 
protected by the headrest. 

If not, the tailgate may hit the occu¬ 
pant's head, which could cause 
injury. 


/ts CAUTION - Damaging rear 
seat belt buckles 
When you fold the rear (2nd and/or 
3rd row) seatback, insert the buckle 
in the pocket between the rear seat- 
back and cushion. Doing so can 
prevent the buckle from being dam¬ 
aged by the rear seatback. 


/h CAUTION - Rear seat belts 
When returning the rear (2nd and/or 
3rd row) seatbacks to the upright 
position, remember to return the 
rear shoulder belts to their proper 
position. Routing the seat belt web¬ 
bing through the rear seat belt 
guides will help keep the belts from 
being trapped behind or under the 
seats. 


A WARNING - Cargo 
Cargo should always be secured to 
prevent it from being thrown about 
the vehicle in a collision and caus¬ 
ing injury to the vehicie occupants. 
Do not place objects on the rear 
(2nd and/or 3rd row) seats, since 
they cannot be properly secured 
and may hit the front seat occu¬ 
pants in a collision. 


A WARNING - Cargo loading 
Make sure the engine is off, the 
automatic transaxle is in P (Park) or 
the manual transaxle is in reverse 
or 1st, and the parking brake is 
securely applied whenever loading 
or unloading cargo. Failure to take 
these steps may allow the vehicle 
to move if the shift lever is inadver¬ 
tently moved to another position. 
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Headrest 

The rear seat(s) is equipped with head¬ 
rests in ali the seating positions for the 
occupant's safety and comfort. 

The headrest not oniy provides comfort 
for passengers, but aiso heips protect the 
head and neck in the event of a coiiision. 


A WARNING 

• For maximum effectiveness in 
case of an accident, the 2nd row 
headrest shouid be adjusted so 
the middle of the headrest is at 
the same height of the center of 
gravity of an occupant's head. 
Generaliy, the center of gravity of 
most peopie's head is ievei to the 
height of the top of their eyes. 

• Also adjust the headrest as close 
to your head as possible. For this 
reason, the use of a cushion that 
hoids the body away from the 
seatback is not recommended. 

• Do not operate the vehicie with 
the headrests removed. Severe 
injury to an occupant may occur 
in the event of an accident. 
Headrests may provide protec¬ 
tion against severe neck injuries 
when properly adjusted. 

• After adjusting or reinstaliing the 
headrest, aiways make sure the 
headrest locks in the upright 
position to properiy protect the 
occupants.

SEAT BELTS 
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Seat belt restraint system 


A WARNING 

• For maximum restraint system 
protection, the seat belts must 
always be used whenever the 
vehicle is moving. 

• Seat belts are most effective 
when seatbacks are in the 
upright position. 

• Children age 12 and under must 
always be properly restrained in 
the rear seat. Never allow chil¬ 
dren to ride in the front passen¬ 
ger seat. If a child over 12 must 
be seated in the front seat, he/she 
must be properly belted and the 
seat should be moved as far back 
as possible. 

• Never wear the shoulder belt 
under your arm or behind your 
back. An improperly positioned 
shoulder belt can cause serious 
injuries in a crash. The shoulder 
belt should be positioned midway 
over your shoulder across your 
collarbone. 

(Continued) 


(Continued) 

• Avoid wearing twisted seat belts. 
A twisted belt can't do its job 
well. In a collision, it could even 
cut into you. Be sure the belt 
webbing is straight and not twist¬ 
ed. 

• Be careful not to damage the belt 
webbing or hardware. If the belt 
webbing or hardware is dam¬ 
aged, replace it. 


A WARNING 

Seat belts are designed to bear 
upon the bony structure of the 
body, and should be worn low 
across the front of the pelvis or the 
pelvis, chest and shoulders, as 
applicable; wearing the lap section 
of the belt across the abdominal 
area must be avoided. 

Seat belts should be adjusted as 
firmly as possible, consistent with 
comfort, to provide the protection 
for which they have been designed. 
A slack belt will greatly reduce the 
protection afforded to the wearer. 

(Continued) 
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(Continued) 

Care should be taken to avoid con¬ 
tamination of the webbing with pol¬ 
ishes, oils and chemicals, and par¬ 
ticularly battery acid. Cleaning may 
safely be carried out using mild 
soap and water. The belt should be 
replaced if webbing becomes 
frayed, contaminated or damaged. 

It is essential to replace the entire 
assembly after it has been worn in 
a severe impact even if damage to 
the assembly is not obvious. Belts 
should not be worn with straps 
twisted. Each belt assembly must 
only be used by one occupant; it is 
dangerous to put a belt around a 
child being carried on the occu¬ 
pant's lap. 


A WARNING 

• No modifications or additions 
should be made by the user 
which will either prevent the seat 
belt adjusting devices from oper¬ 
ating to remove slack, or prevent 
the seat belt assembly from being 
adjusted to remove slack. 

• When you fasten the seat belt, be 
careful not to latch the seat belt 
in buckles of other seat. It's very 
dangerous and you may not be 
protected by the seat belt proper¬ 
ly- 

• Do not unfasten the seat belt and 
do not fasten and unfasten the 
seat belt repeatedly while driving. 
This could result in loss of con¬ 
trol, and an accident causing 
death, serious injury, or property 
damage. 

• When fastening the seat belt, 
make sure that the seat belt does 
not pass over objects that are 
hard or can break easily. 

• Make sure there is nothing in the 
buckle. The seat belt may not be 
fastened securely. 


Safety features of your vehicle 
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Seat belt warning 

As a reminder to the driver, the seat beit 
warning light will blink for approximately 
6 seconds each time you turn the ignition 
switch ON regardless of belt fastening. 
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If the driver's seat belt is not fastened 
when the ignition switch is turned on, the 
seat belt warning light and the seat belt 
warning chime will operate for approxi¬ 
mately 6 seconds. But if it is fastened 
within the 6 seconds, the warning light 
will blink until the 6 seconds are up. The 
warning chime will turn off immediately. 

If the driver's seat belt is disconnected 
after the ignition switch is turned to the 
ON position, the seat belt warning light 
and chime will operate for approximately 
6 seconds. But if it is fastened within the 
6 seconds, the warning light and chime 
will turn off immediately. If the driver's 
seat belt is not fastened when the vehicle 
speed exceeds 6 mph (10 km/h), the 
seat belt warning light and chime will 
operate for approximately 11 times with a 
pattern of 6 seconds on and 24 seconds 
off until the belt is fastened or the vehicle 
speed decreases below 3 mph (5 km/h). 



Seat belt - Driver's 3-point system 
with emergency locking retractor 
To fasten your seat belt: 

To fasten your seat belt, pull it out of the 
retractor and insert the metal tab (1) into 
the buckle (2). There will be an audible 
"click" when the tab locks into the buckle. 
The seat belt automatically adjusts to the 
proper length only after the lap belt por¬ 
tion is adjusted manually so that it fits 
snugly around your hips. If you lean for¬ 
ward in a slow, easy motion, the belt will 
extend and let you move around. If there 
is a sudden stop or impact, however, the 
belt will lock into position. It will also lock 
if you try to lean forward too quickly. 


* NOTICE 

If you are not able to pull out the seat 
belt from the retraetor, firmly pull the 
belt out and release it. 'Then you will be 
able to pull the belt out smoothly. 
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Height adjustment 

You can adjust the height of the shoulder 
belt anchor to one of the 4 positions for 
maximum comfort and safety. 

The height of the adjusting seat belt 
should not be too close to your neck. The 
shoulder portion should be adjusted so 
that it lies across your chest and midway 
ever your shoulder near the door and not 
your neck. 


To adjust the height of the seat belt 
anchor, lower or raise the height adjuster 
into an appropriate position. 

To raise the height adjuster, pull it up (1). 
To lower it, push it down (3) while press¬ 
ing the height adjuster button (2). 
Release the button to lock the anchor 
into position. Try sliding the height 
adjuster to make sure that it has locked 
into position. 


A WARNING 

• Verify that the shoulder belt 
anchor is iocked into position at 
the appropriate height. Never 
position the shoulder belt across 
your neck or face. Improperly 
positioned seat belts can cause 
serious injuries in an accident. 

• Failure to replace seat belts after 
an accident could leave you with 
damaged seat belts that will not 
provide protection in the event of 
another coilision leading to per¬ 
sonal injury or death. Replace 
your seat belts after being in an 
accident as soon as possibie. 
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A WARNING 

You shouid piace the iap beit por¬ 
tion as iow as possible and snugly 
across your hips, not on your waist. 
If the lap belt is iocated too high on 
your waist, it may increase the 
chance of injury in the event of a 
coliision. Both arms shouid not be 
under or over the belt. Rather, one 
should be over and the other under, 
as shown in the illustration. 

Never wear the seat belt under the 
arm that is near the door. 
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Seat belts - Front passenger and rear 
seat 3-point system with combination 
locking retractor 
To fasten your seat belt: 

Combination retractor type seat beits are 
instaiied in the rear seat positions to heip 
accommodate the instaliation of chiid 
restraint systems. Aithough a combina¬ 
tion retractor is aiso instaiied in the front 
passenger seat position, it is strongly 
recommended that children always be 
seated in the rear seat. NEVER place 
any infant restraint system in the front 
seat of the vehicle. 

This type of seat belt combines the fea¬ 
tures of both an emergency locking 
retractor seat belt and an automatic lock¬ 
ing retractor seat belt. To fasten your seat 
belt, pull it out of the retractor and insert 
the metal tab into the buckle. There will 
be an audible "click" when the tab locks 
into the buckle. When not securing a 
child restraint, the seat belt operates in 
the same way as the driver's seat belt 
(Emergency Locking Retractor Type). It 
automatically adjusts to the proper length 
only after the lap belt portion of the seat 
belt is adjusted manually so that it fits 
snugly around your hips. 


When the seat belt is fully extended from 
the retractor to allow the installation of a 
child restraint system, the seat belt oper¬ 
ation changes to allow the belt to retract, 
but not to extend (Automatic Locking 
Retractor Type). Refer to “Using a child 
restraint system” in this section. 

* NOTICE 

Although the comhination retractor 
provides the same level of protection for 
seated passengers in either emergency 
or automatic locking modes, have the 
seated passengers use the emergency 
locking feature for improved conven¬ 
ience. The automatic locking function is 
intended to facilitate child restraint 
installation. To convert from the auto¬ 
matic locking feature to the emergency 
locking operation mode, allovr the 
unhuckled seat belt to fully retract. 


/h CAUTION 

Do NOT fold down the left portion of 
the rear seat back when the rear 
center seat belt is buckled. ALWAYS 
UNBUCKLE the rear center seat 
belt before folding down the left 
portion of the rear seat back. If the 
rear center seat belt Is buckled 
when the left portion of the rear 
seat back is folded down, distortion 
and damage to the top portion of 
the seat back and seat belt garnish 
may result, causing the seat back to 
lock into the folded down position. 
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When using the rear center seat belt, the 
buckle with the "CENTER” mark must be 
used. 
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To release the seat belt: 


The seat belt is released by pressing the 
release button (1) on the locking buckle. 
When it is released, the belt should auto¬ 
matically draw back into the retractor. 

If this does not happen, check the belt to 
be sure it is not twisted, then try again. 



Stowing the rear seat belt 

The rear seat belt buckles can be stowed 
in the pocket between the rear seatback 
and cushion when not in use. 
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■ 3rd row (if 



Routing the seat belt webbing through 
the rear seat belt guides will help keep 
the belts from being trapped behind or 
under the seats. 

After inserting the seat belt, tighten the 
belt webbing by pulling it up. 


/h CAUTION 

Remove the seat belt from the 
guides before using. If you pull on 
the seat belt when it is stored in the 
guides, it may damage the guides 
and/or belt webbing. 
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Pre-tensioner seat belt 


Your vehicle is equipped with driver’s and 
front passenger's pre-tensioner seat 
belts. The purpose of the pre-tensioner is 
to make sure that the seat belts fit tightly 
against the occupant's body in certain 
frontal collisions (or side collisions or 
rollovers). The pre-tensioner seat belts 
can be activated, where the frontal colli¬ 
sion (or side collisions or rollovers) is 
severe enough, together with the air 
bags. 
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When the vehicle stops suddenly, or if 
the occupant tries to lean forward too 
quickly, the seat belt retractor will lock 
into position. In certain frontal collisions 
(or side collisions or rollovers), the pre¬ 
tensioner will activate and pull the seat 
belt into tighter contact against the occu¬ 
pant's body. 

If the system senses excessive seat belt 
tension on the driver or passenger's seat 
belt when the pre-tensioner activates, the 
load limiter inside the pre-tensioner will 
release some of the pressure on the 
affected seat belt. 

* NOTICE 

The pre-tensioner will aetivate not only 
in a frontal eollision but also in a side 
eollision or rollover, if the vehiele is 
equipped with a side or eurtain air bag. 


A WARNING 

For your safety, be sure that the 
belt webbing is not loose or twisted 
and always sit properly on your 
seat. 



The seat belt pre-tensioner system con¬ 
sists mainly of the following components. 
Their locations are shown in the illustra¬ 
tion: 

1. SRS air bag warning light 

2. Retractor pre-tensioner assembly 

3. Driver’s front anchor pre-tensioner 

4. SRS control module 


A WARNING 

To obtain maximum benefit from a 
pre-tensioner seat belt: 
t.The seat belt must be worn cor¬ 
rectly and adjusted to the proper 
position. Please read and follow 
all of the important information 
and precautions about your vehi¬ 
cle’s occupant safety features - 
including seat belts and air bags - 
that are provided in this manual. 
2. Be sure you and your passen¬ 
gers always wear seat belts prop¬ 
erly. 
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• NOTICE 

• Both the driver's and front passen¬ 
ger's pre-tensioner seat belts may he 
aetivated in eertain frontal eollisions. 
The pre-tensioners will not be aetivat¬ 
ed if the seat belts are not being worn 
at the time of the eollision. 

• When the pre-tensioner seat belts are 
aetivated, a loud noise may be heard 
and fine dust, whieh may appear to be 
smoke, may be visible in the passenger 
eompartment. These are normal oper¬ 
ating eonditions and are not haz¬ 
ardous. 

• Although it is harmless, the fine dust 
may eause skin irritation and should 
not be breathed for prolonged peri¬ 
ods. Wash all exposed skin areas thor¬ 
oughly after an aeeident in whieh the 
pre-tensioner seat belts were aetivat¬ 
ed. 


* NOTICE 

Beeause the sensor that aetivates the 
SRS air bag is eonneeted with the pre¬ 
tensioner seat belt, the SRS air bag 
warning light (JV') on the instrument 
panel will illuminate for approximately 
6 seeonds after the ignition switeh has 
been turned to the ON position, and 
then it should turn off. 

A CAUTION 

If the pre-tensioner seat belt is not 
working properly, this warning light 
will illuminate even if there is no 
malfunction of the SRS air bag. If 
the SRS air bag warning light does 
not illuminate when the ignition 
switch is turned ON, or if it remains 
illuminated after illuminating for 
approximately 6 seconds, or if it 
iliuminates while the vehicle is 
being driven, piease have an 
authorized KIA dealer inspect the 
pre-tensioner seat belt and SRS air 
bag system as soon as possible. 


A WARNING 

• Pre-tensioners are designed to 
operate only one time. After acti¬ 
vation, pre-tensioner seat belts 
must be replaced. All seat belts, 
of any type, should always be 
replaced after they have been 
worn during a collision. 

• The pre-tensioner seat belt 
assembly mechanisms become 
hot during activation. Do not 
touch the pre-tensioner seat belt 
assemblies for several minutes 
after they have been activated. 

• Do not attempt to inspect or 
replace the pre-tensioner seat 
belts yourself. This must be done 
by an authorized KIA dealer. 

• Do not strike the pre-tensioner 
seat belt assemblies. 

• Do not attempt to service or 
repair the pre-tensioner seat belt 
system in any manner. 

• Do not put anything near the 
buckle. Placing objects near the 
buckle can adversely affect the 
buckle pretensioner and may 
increase the risk of personal 
injury in the event of a collision. 

(Continued) 
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• Improper handling of the pre-ten¬ 
sioner seat belt assemblies, and 
failure to heed the warnings not 
to strike, modify, inspect, replace, 
service or repair the pre-tension¬ 
er seat belt assemblies may lead 
to improper operation or inadver¬ 
tent activation and serious injury. 

• Always wear the seat belts when 
driving or riding in a motor vehi¬ 
cle. 

• If the vehicle or pre-tensioner 
seat belt must be discarded, con¬ 
tact an authorized KIA dealer. 
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Seat belt precautions 


A WARNING 

All occupants of the vehicle must 
wear their seat belts at all times. 
Seat belts and child restraints 
reduce the risk of serious or fatal 
injuries for all occupants in the 
event of a collision or sudden stop. 
Without a seat belt, occupants 
could be shifted too close to a 
deploying air bag, strike the interior 
structure or be thrown from the 
vehicle. Properly worn seat belts 
greatly reduce these hazards. 

Even with advanced air bags, 
unbelted occupants can be severe¬ 
ly injured by a deploying air bag. 
Always follow the precautions 
about seat belts, air bags and occu¬ 
pant seating contained in this man¬ 
ual. 


Safety features of your vehicle 
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Infant or small child 

All 50 states have child restraint laws. You 
should be aware of the specific require¬ 
ments In your state. Child and/or Infant 
seats must be properly placed and 
Installed In the rear seat.

A WARNING 

Every person in your vehicle needs 
to be properly restrained at all 
times, including infants and chil¬ 
dren. Never hold a child in your 
arms or lap when riding in a vehi¬ 
cle. The violent forces created dur¬ 
ing a crash will tear the child from 
your arms and throw the child 
against the interior. Aiways use a 
child restraint appropriate for your 
child's height and weight. 
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* NOTICE 

Small children are best protected from 
injury in an accident when properly 
restrained in the rear seat by a child 
restraint system that meets the require¬ 
ments of the Federal Motor Vehicle 
Safety Standards. Before buying any 
child restraint system, make sure that it 
has a label certifying that it meets 
Federal Motor Vehicle Safety Standard 
213. The restraint must be appropriate 
for your child's height and weight. 
Check the label on the child restraint for 
this information. Refer to “Child 
restraint system” in this section. 
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Larger children 

Children who are too large for child 
restraint systems should always occupy 
the rear seat and use the available 
lap/shoulder belts. The lap portion should 
be fastened and snugged on the hips 
and as low as possible. Check if the belt 
fits periodically. A child's squirming could 
put the belt out of position. Children are 
given the most safety in the event of an 
accident when they are restrained by a 
proper restraint system in the rear seat. If 
a larger child (over age 12) must be seat¬ 
ed in the front seat, the child should be 
securely restrained by the available 
lap/shoulder belt and the seat should be 
placed in the rearmost position. Children 
age 12 and under should be restrained 
securely in the rear seat. NEVER place a 
child age 12 and under in the front seat. 
NEVER place a rear facing child seat in 
the front seat of a vehicle. 


If the shoulder belt portion slightly touch¬ 
es the child’s neck or face, try placing the 
child closer to the center of the vehicle. If 
the shoulder belt still touches their face 
or neck they need to be returned to a 
child restraint system. 


^ WARNING - Shoulder belts 
on small children 

• Never allow a shoulder belt to be 
in contact with a child’s neck or 
face while the vehicie is in 
motion. 

• If seat beits are not properly worn 
and adjusted on children, there is 
a risk of death or serious injury. 
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Restraint of pregnant women 

Pregnant women should wear lap/shoul¬ 
der belt assemblies whenever possible 
according to specific recommendations 
by their doctors. The lap portion of the 
belt should be worn AS SECURELY AND 
LOW AS POSSIBLE. 


^ WARNING - Pregnant 
women 

Pregnant women must never place 
the lap portion of the safety belt 
over the area of the abdomen 
where the fetus is located or above 
the abdomen where the belt could 
crush the fetus during an impact.

Injured person 

A seat belt should be used when an 
injured person is being transported. 
When this is necessary, you should con¬ 
sult a physician for recommendations.

One person per belt 

Two people (including children) should 
never attempt to use a single seat belt. 
This could increase the severity of 
injuries in case of an accident. 

C020305AAM 

Do not lie down 

To reduce the chance of injuries in the 
event of an accident and to achieve max¬ 
imum effectiveness of the restraint sys¬ 
tem, all passengers should be sitting up 
and the front and rear seats should be in 
an upright position when the vehicle is 
moving. A seat belt cannot provide prop¬ 
er protection if the person is lying down in 
the rear seat or if the front and rear seats 
are in a reclined position. 


Safety features of your vehicle 


A WARNING 

Riding with a reclined seatback 
increases your chance of serious 
or fatal injuries in the event of a col¬ 
lision or sudden stop. The protec¬ 
tion of your restraint system (seat 
belts and air bags) is greatly 
reduced by reclining your seat. 
Seat belts must be secured against 
your hips and chest to work proper¬ 
ly. The more the seatback is 
reclined, the greater the chance an 
occupant's hips will slide under the 
lap belt causing serious internal 
injuries. Also, the shoulder belt 
may strike the occupant's neck. 
Drivers and passengers should 
always sit well back in their seats, 
properly belted, and with the seat- 
backs upright. 
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Care of seat belts 

Seat belt systems should never be disas¬ 
sembled or modified. In addition, care 
should be taken to assure that seat belts 
and belt hardware are not damaged by 
seat hinges, doors or other abuse. 


A WARNING 

When you return the rear seatback 
to its upright position after the rear 
seatback has been folded down, be 
careful not to damage the seat belt 
webbing or buckle. Be sure that the 
webbing or buckle does not get 
caught or pinched in the rear seat. 
A seat belt with damaged webbing 
or buckle could possibly fail during 
a collision or sudden stop, result¬ 
ing in serious injury. If the webbing 
or buckles are damaged, get them 
replaced immediately.

Periodic inspection 

All seat belts should be inspected peri¬ 
odically for wear or damage of any kind. 
Any damaged parts should be replaced 
as soon as possible.

Keep beits clean and dry 

Seat belts should be kept clean and dry. 
If belts become dirty, they can be 
cleaned by using a mild soap solution 
and warm water. Bleach, dye, strong 
detergents or abrasives should not be 
used because they may damage and 
weaken the fabric.

When to replace seat belts 

The entire in-use seat belt assembly or 
assemblies should be replaced if the 
vehicle has been involved in an accident. 
This should be done even if no damage 
is visible. Additional questions concern¬ 
ing seat belt operation should be directed 
to an authorized KIA dealer. 








CHILD RESTRAINT SYSTEM 

C030000AHM-EU 

Children riding in the car should sit in the 
rear seat and must always be properly 
restrained to minimize the risk of injury in 
an accident, sudden stop or sudden 
maneuver. According to accident statis¬ 
tics, children are safer when properly 
restrained in the rear seats than in the 
front seat. Larger children not in a child 
restraint should use one of the seat belts 
previded. 

You should be aware of the specific 
requirements in your country. Child and/or 
infant safety seats must be properly 
placed and installed in the rear seat. You 
must use a commercially available child 
restraint system that meets the require¬ 
ments ef the Federal Motor Vehicle Safety 
Standards (FMVSS). 

Child restraint systems are designed to be 
secured in vehicle seats by seat belt, er by 
a tether anchor and/or LATCH anchors (if 
equipped). 


Children could be injured or killed in a 
crash if their restraints are not properly 
secured. For small children and babies, a 
child seat or infant seat must be used. 
Before buying a particular child restraint 
system, make sure it fits yeur car seat 
and seat belts, and fits your child. 

Follow all the instructions provided by the 
manufacturer when installing the child 
restraint system. 


A WARNING 

• A child restraint system must be 
placed in the rear seat. Never 
install a child or infant seat on the 
front passenger's seat. Should an 
accident occur and cause the 
passenger-side air bag to deploy, 
it could severely injure or kill an 
infant or child seated in an infant 
or child seat. Thus only use a 
child restraint in the rear seat of 
your vehicle.

• A seat belt or child restraint sys¬ 
tem can become very hot if it is 
left in a closed vehicle on a sunny 
day, even if the outside tempera¬ 
ture does not feel hot. Be sure to 
check the seat cover and buckles 
before placing a child there. 

• When the child restraint system 
is not in use, store it in the cargo 
area or fasten it with a seat belt 
so that it will not be thrown for¬ 
ward in case of a sudden stop or 
an accident. 

• Children may be seriously injured 
or killed by an inflating air bag. 
All children, even those too large 
for child restraints, must ride in 
the rear seat. 
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A WARNING 

To reduce the chance of serious or 

fatal injuries; 

• Children of all ages are safer 
when restrained in the rear seat. 
A child riding in the front passen¬ 
ger seat can be forcefully struck 
by an inflating air bag resulting in 
serious or fatal injuries. 

• Always follow the child restraint 
system manufacturer’s instruc¬ 
tions for installation and use of 
the child restraint. 

• Always make sure the child seat 
is secured properly in the car and 
your child is securely restrained 
in the child seat. 

• Never hold a child in your arms or 
lap when riding in a vehicle. The 
violent forces created during a 
crash will tear the child from your 
arms and throw the child against 
the car’s interior. 

• Never put a seat belt over your¬ 
self and a child. During a crash, 
the belt could press deep into the 
child causing serious internal 
injuries.

• Never leave children unattended 
in a vehicle - not even for a short 
time. The car can heat up very 
quickly, resulting in serious 
injuries to children inside. Even 
very young children may inadver¬ 
tently cause the vehicle to move, 
entangle themselves in the win¬ 
dows, or lock themselves or oth¬ 
ers inside the vehicle. 

• Never allow two children, or any 
two persons, to use the same 
seat belt. 

• Children often squirm and repo¬ 
sition themselves improperly. 
Never let a child ride with the 
shoulder belt under their arm or 
behind their back. Always proper¬ 
ly position and secure children in 
the rear seat. 

• Never allow a child to stand-up or 
kneel on the seat or floor of a 
moving vehicle. During a colli¬ 
sion or sudden stop, the child 
can be violently thrown against 
the vehicle’s interior, resulting in 
serious injury.

• Never use an infant carrier or a 
child safety seat that "hooks" 
over a seatback, it may not pro¬ 
vide adequate security in an acci¬ 
dent. 

• Seat belts can become very hot, 
especially when the car is parked 
in direct sunlight. Always check 
the seat belt buckles before fas¬ 
tening them over a child. 

• After an accident, have an author¬ 
ized KIA dealer check the child 
restraint system, seat belt, tether 
anchor and lower anchor. 

• If there is not enough space to 
place the child restraint system 
because of the driver's seat, 
install the child restraint system 
in the rear right seat.

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Using a child restraint system 

For small children and babies, the use of 
a child seat or Infant seat Is required. The 
child seat or Infant seat should be of 
appropriate size for the child and should 
be Installed in accordance with the man¬ 
ufacturer's instructions. 


For safety reasons, we recommend that 
the child restraint system be used In the 
rear seats. 


A WARNING 

Never place a rear-facing child 
restraint in the front passenger 
seat, because of the danger an 
inflating passenger-side air bag 
could impact the rear-facing child 
restraint and kill the child. 


Since all passenger seat belts move 
freely under normal conditions and only 
lock under extreme or emergency condi¬ 
tions (emergency lock mode), you must 
manually change these seat belts to the 
auto lock mode to secure a child 
restraint. 


A WARNING - Child seat 
installation 

• A child can be seriously injured 
or killed in a collision if the child 
restraint is not properly anchored 
to the car and the child is not 
properly restrained in the child 
restraint. Before installing the 
child restraint system, read the 
instructions supplied by the child 
restraint system manufacturer. 

• If the seat belt does not operate 
as described in this section, have 
the system checked immediately 
by your authorized KIA dealer. 

• Failure to observe this manual's 
instructions regarding child 
restraint systems and the 
instructions provided with the 
child restraint system could 
increase the chance and/or 
severity of injury in an accident. 
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Placing a passenger seat belt into 
the auto lock mode 

The auto lock mode will help prevent the 
normal movement of the child in the vehi¬ 
cle from causing the seat belt to loosen 
and compromise the child restraint sys¬ 
tem. To secure a child restraint system, 
use the following procedure. 



To install a child restraint system on the 
outboard or center rear seats, do the fol¬ 
lowing: 

1. Place the child restraint system in the 
seat and route the lap/shoulder belt 
around or through the restraint, follow¬ 
ing the restraint manufacturer’s 
instructions. Be sure the seat belt web¬ 
bing is net twisted. 

2. Fasten the lap/shoulder belt latch into 
the buckle. Listen for the distinct “click” 
sound. 

Position the release button so that it is 
easy to access in case of an emergency. 



3. Pull the shoulder portion of the seat 
belt all the way out. When the shoulder 
portion of the seat belt is fully extend¬ 
ed, it will shift the retractor to the “Auto 
Lock” (child restraint) mode. 
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4. Slowly allow the shoulder portion of 
the seat belt to retract and listen for an 
audible “clicking” or “ratcheting” sound. 
This indicates that the retractor is in 
the “Auto Lock” mode. If no distinct 
sound is heard, repeat steps 3 and 4. 
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5. Remove as much slack from the belt 
as possible by pushing down on the 
child restraint system while feeding the 
shoulder belt back Into the retractor. 

6. Push and pull on the child restraint 
system to confirm that the seat belt Is 
holding It firmly In place. If It is not, 
release the seat belt and repeat steps 
2 through 6. 

7. Double check that the retractor Is In 
the “Auto Lock” mode by attempting to 
pull more of the seat belt out of the 
retractor. If you cannot, the retractor Is 
In the “Auto Lock” mode. 

To remove the child restraint, press the 
release button on the buckle and then 
pull the lap/shoulder belt out of the 
restraint and allow the seat belt to retract 
fully. 


A WARNING - Auto lock 
mode 

The lap/shoulder belt automatically 
returns to the “emergency lock 
mode” whenever the belt is allowed 
to retract fully. Therefore, the pre¬ 
ceding seven steps must be fol¬ 
lowed each time a child restraint is 
installed. 

If the retractor is not in the 
Automatic Locking mode, the child 
restraint can move when your vehi¬ 
cle turns or stops suddenly. A child 
can be seriously injured or killed if 
the child restraint is not properiy 
anchored to the car, including set¬ 
ting the retractor to the Automatic 
Locking mode. 


When the seat belt is allowed to 
retract to its fully stowed position, the 
retractor will automatically switch 
from the “Auto Lock” mode to the 
emergency lock mode for normal 
adult usage. 
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Securing a child restraint seat with 
tether anchor system 

Child restraint hook holders are located 
on the back of the rear seatbacks. 



1. Route the child restraint seat strap 
over the seatback. 


For vehicles with adjustable head¬ 
rests, route the tether strap under the 
headrest and between the headrest 
posts, otherwise route the tether strap 
over the top of the seatback. 

2. Connect the tether strap hook to the 
appropriate child restraint hook holder 
and tighten to secure the child restraint 
seat. 


A WARNING 

A child can be seriously injured or 
killed in a collision if the child 
restraint is not properly anchored 
to the car and the child is not prop¬ 
erly restrained in the child restraint. 
Always follow the child seat manu¬ 
facturer’s instructions for installa¬ 
tion and use. 


A WARNING - Tether strap 
Never mount more than one child 
restraint to a single tether or to a 
single lower anchorage point. The 
increased load caused by multiple 
seats may cause the tethers or 
anchorage points to break, causing 
serious injury or death.

^ WARNING - Child restraint 
anchorage 

• Child restraint anchorages are 
designed to withstand oniy those 
ioads imposed by correctly fitted 
chiid restraints. Under no circum¬ 
stances are they to be used for 
aduit seat beits or harnesses or 
for attaching other items or 
equipment to the vehicie. 

• The tether strap may not work 
properiy if attached somewhere 
other than the correct tether 
anchor.

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Securing a child restraint seat with 
child seat lower anchor system 

Some child seat manufacturers make 
child restraint seats that are labeled as 
LATCH or LATCH-compatible child 
restraint seats. LATCH stands for "Lower 
Anchors and Tethers for Children". These 
seats include two rigid or webbing 
mounted attachments that connect to 
two LATCH anchors at specific seating 
positions in your vehicle. This type of 
child restraint seat eliminates the need to 
use seat belts to attach the child seat in 
the rear seats. 



Child restraint symbols are located on 
the left and right 2nd row seat backs to 
indicate the position of the lower anchors 
for child restraints. 
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A WARNING 

• When using the vehicle's 
"LATCH" system to instail a chiid 
restraint system in the rear seat, 
ali unused vehicie rear seat beit 
metai latch plates or tabs must be 
latched securely in their seat beit 
buckles and the seat belt web¬ 
bing must be retracted behind 
the chiid restraint to prevent the 
child from reaching and taking 
hold of unretracted seat belts. 
Unlatched metal latch plates or 
tabs may allow the child to reach 
the unretracted seat belts which 
may resuit in stranguiation and a 
serious injury or death to the 
child in the child restraint. 

• Do not piace anything around the 
lower anchors. Also make sure 
that the seat belt is not caught in 
the lower anchors. 


A WARNING 

Install the child restraint seat fuliy 
rearward against the seatback with 
the seatback reciined two positions 
from the most upright latched posi¬ 
tion. 



LATCH anchors have been provided in 
your vehicie. The LATCH anchors are 
iocated in the ieft and right outboard rear 
seating positions. Their iocations are 
shown in the iiiustration. There is no 
LATCH anchor provided for the oenter 
rear seating position. 

The LATCH anchors are iocated between 
the seatback and the seat cushion of the 
2nd row seat ieft and right outboard seat¬ 
ing positions. 

Foiiow the ohiid seat manufacturer’s 
instructions to properiy instali chiid 
restraint seats with LATCH or LATCH- 
compatibie attachments. 

Once you have instaiied the LATCH chiid 
restraint, assure that the seat is properiy 
attached to the LATCH and tether 
anchors. 


Aiso, test the chiid restraint seat before 
you piace the chiid in it. Tilt the seat from 
side to side. Also try to tug the seat for¬ 
ward. Check to see if the anchors hold 
the seat in place. 

A CAUTION 

Do not allow the rear seat belt web¬ 
bing to get scratched or pinched by 
the child-seat latch and LATCH 
anchor during the installation. 


A WARNING 

If the child restraint is not anchored 
properiy, the risk of a child being 
seriously injured or kilied in a colii- 
sion greatly increases. 


A WARNING - LATCH lower 
anchors 

LATCH lower anchors are only to 
be used with the ieft and right rear 
outboard seating positions. Never 
attempt to attach a LATCH 
equipped seat in the center seating 
position. You may damage the 
anchors or the anchors may fail 
and break in a coliision.

Even in vehicles with air bags, you 
and your passengers must always 
wear the safety belts provided in 
order to minimize the risk and 
severity of injury in the event of a 
coliision or roiiover. 


* The actual air bags in the vehicle may differ from the illustration. 

* 3rd row seat: if equipped 
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How does the air bag system 
operate 

• Air bags are activated (abie to inflate if 
necessary) oniy when the ignition 
switch is turned to the ON or START 
position. 

• Air bags inflate instantly in the event of 
a serious frontai coliision or side colii- 
sion in order to heip protect the occu¬ 
pants from serious physicai injury. 

Aiso, the side and/or curtain air bags 
inflate instantly in the event of a 
roliover in order to heip protect the 
occupants from serious physioal injury. 

• There is no singie speed at which the 
air bags wili inflate. 

Generally, air bags are designed to 
infiate based upon the severity of a coi- 
iision and its direction. These two fac¬ 
tors determine whether the sensors 
produce an electronic depioyment/ 
infiation signal. 

• Air bag depioyment depends on a 
number of factors including vehicie 
speed, angles of impact and the densi¬ 
ty and stiffness of the vehicies or 
objects which your vehicie hits in the 
coliision. The determining factors are 
not limited to those mentioned above. 


• The front air bags will completely 
inflate and deflate in an instant. 

It is virtually impossible for you to see 
the air bags inflate during an accident. 
It is much more likely that you will sim¬ 
ply see the deflated air bags hanging 
out of their storage compartments after 
the collision. 

• In order to help provide protection in a 
severe collision, the air bags must 
inflate rapidly. The speed of the air bag 
inflation is a consequenoe of extremely 
short time in which a collision occurs 
and the need to inflate the air bag 
between the occupant and the vehicle 
structures before the occupant impacts 
those structures. This speed of inflation 
reduces the risk of serious or life- 
threatening injuries in a severe collision 
and is thus a necessary part of the air 
bag design. 

However, air bag inflation can also 
cause injuries which can include facial 
abrasions, bruises and broken bones 
because the inflation speed also caus¬ 
es the air bags to expand with a great 
deal of force. 


• There are even circumstances 
under which contact with the steer¬ 
ing wheel or passenger air bag can 
cause fatal injuries, especially if the 
occupant is positioned excessively 
close to the steering wheel or pas¬ 
senger air bag. 


A WARNING 

• To avoid severe personal injury 
or death caused by deploying air 
bags in a collision, the driver 
should sit as far back from the 
steering wheel air bag as possi¬ 
ble (at least 10 inches (250 mm) 
away). The front passengers 
should always move their seats 
as far back as possible and sit 
back in their seat. 

• Air bags inflate instantly in the 
event of a collision, and passen¬ 
gers may be injured by the air bag 
expansion force if they are not in 
a proper position. 

• Air bag inflation may cause 
injuries including facial or bodily 
abrasions, injuries from broken 
glasses or burns. 
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Noise and smoke 

When the air bags inflate, they make a 
loud noise and they leave smoke and 
powder in the air inside of the vehicle. 
This is normal and is a result of the igni¬ 
tion of the air bag inflator. After the air 
bag inflates, you may feel substantial dis¬ 
comfort in breathing due to the contact of 
your chest with both the seat belt and the 
air bag, as well as from breathing the 
smoke and powder. Open your doors 
and/or windows as soon as possible 
after impact in order to reduce dis¬ 
comfort and prevent prolonged expo¬ 
sure to the smoke and powder. 

Though smoke and powder are non¬ 
toxic, it may cause irritation to the skin 
(eyes, nose and throat, etc). If this is the 
case, wash and rinse with cold water 
immediately and consult a doctor if the 
symptom persists. 


A WARNING 

When the air bags deploy, the air 
bag related parts in the steering 
wheel and/or instrument panel 
and/or in both sides of the roof rails 
above the front and rear doors are 
very hot. To prevent injury, do not 
touch the air bag storage area’s 
internal components immediately 
after an air bag has inflated.

Do not install a child restraint on the 
front passenger’s seat. 

Never place a rear-facing child restraint 
in the front passenger’s seat. If the air 
bag deploys, it would impact the rear-fac¬ 
ing child restraint, causing serious or 
fatal injury. 

In addition, do not place front-facing child 
restraints in the front passenger’s seat 
either. If the front passenger air bag 
inflates, it could cause serious or fatal 
injuries to the child. 
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A WARNING 

• Extreme Hazard! Do not use a 
rearward facing child restraint on 
a seat protected by an air bag in 
front of it! 

• Never put a chiid restraint in the 
front passenger’s seat. If the front 
passenger air bag inflates, it 
wouid cause serious or fatal 
injuries. 

• When chiidren are seated in the 
rear outboard seats of vehicle 
equipped with side and/or curtain 
air bags, be sure to instaii the 
chiid restraint system as far away 
from the door side as possible, 
and securely lock the child 
restraint system in position. 
Infiation of side and/or curtain air 
bags could cause serious injury 
or death to an infant or chiid.

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Air bag warning iight 

The purpose of the air bag warning light 
in your instrument panei is to aiert you of 
a potentiai probiem with your air bag - 
Suppiementai Restraint System (SRS). 


When the ignitien switch is turned ON, 

the warning iight shouid iiluminate for 

approximateiy 6 seconds, then go off. 

Have the system checked if: 

• The iight does not turn on briefiy when 
you turn the ignition ON. 

• The iight stays en after iiiuminating for 
approximateiy 6 secends. 

• The iight comes en whiie the vehicie is 
in motien. 

• The iight biinks when the ignition 
switch is in ON position. 
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SRS components and functions 

The SRS consists of the following com¬ 
ponents: 

1. Driver's front air bag module 

2. Passenger's front air bag module 

3. Side impact air bag modules 

4. Curtain air bag modules 

5. Retractor pre-tensioner assemblies 

6. Air bag warning light 

7. SRS control module (SRSCM)/ 
Rollover sensor 

8. Front impact sensors 

9. Side impact sensors 

10. PASSENGER “AIR BAG OFF” indi¬ 
cator (Front passenger’s seat only) 


11. Occupant detection system (Front 
passenger’s seat only) 

12. Driver’s and front passenger’s seat 
belt buckle sensors 

13. Driver’s front anchor pre-tensioner 
The SRSCM continually monitors all 
SRS components while the ignition 
switch is ON to determine if a crash 
impact is severe enough to require air 
bag deployment or pre-tensioner seat 
belt deployment. 

The SRS air bag warning light on the 
instrument panel will illuminate for about 
6 seconds after the ignition switch is 
turned to the ON position, after which the 
SRS air bag warning light should go out.

Upon deployment, tear seams molded 
directly Into the pad covers will separate 
under pressure from the expansion of the 
air bags.

• If an air bag deploys, there may 
be a loud noise followed by a fine 
dust released in the vehicle. 
These conditions are normal and 
are not hazardous - the air bags 
are packed in this fine powder. 
The dust generated during air 
bag deployment may cause skin 
or eye irritation as well as aggra¬ 
vate asthma for some persons. 
Always wash all exposed skin 
areas thoroughly with lukewarm 
water and a mild soap after an 
accident in which the air bags 
were deployed. 

• The SRS can function only when 
the ignition switch is in the ON 
position.

Failure to heed this 
warning will cause the SRS air 
bag warning light to illuminate.

(ODS) 

Your vehicle is equipped with an occu¬ 
pant detection system in the front pas¬ 
senger's seat. 

The occupant detection system is 
designed to detect the presence of a 
properly-seated front passenger and 
determine if the passenger's front air bag 
should be enabled (may inflate) or not. 
The driver's front air bag is not affected 
or controlled by the occupant detection 
system.

Main components of the occupant 

detection system 

• A detection device iocated within the 
front passenger seat cushion. 

• An eiectronic system which deter¬ 
mines whether the passenger air bag 
systems shouid be activated or deacti¬ 
vated. 

• A indicator iight iocated on the instru¬ 
ment panei which iiiuminates the 
words PASSENGER AiR BAG “OFF” 
indicating the front passenger air bag 
system is deactivated. 

• The instrument panei air bag warning 
iight is interconnected with the occu¬ 
pant detection system. 


If the front passenger seat is occupied by 
a person that the system determines to 
be of appropriate size, and he/she sits 
properiy (sitting upright with the seatback 
in an upright position, centered on the 
seat cushion with their seat belt on, legs 
comfortably extended and their feet on 
the fioor), the PASSENGER AIR BAG 
“OFF” indicator wiii turn off and the front 
passenger's air bag wiii be abie to infiate, 
if necessary, in frontai crashes. 

You wiii find the PASSENGER AIR BAG 
“OFF” indicator on the center facia panei. 
This system detects the conditions 1~4 
in the foiiowing tabie and activates or 
deactivates the front passenger air bag 
based on these conditions. 


Always be sure that you and all vehicle 
occupants are seated and restrained 
properly (sitting upright with the seat in 
an upright position, centered on the seat 
cushion, with the person’s legs comfort¬ 
ably extended, feet on the floor, and 
wearing the safety belt properly) for the 
most effective protection by the air bag 
and the safety belt. 

• The ODS (Occupant Detection System) 
may not function properly if the passen¬ 
ger takes actions which can defeat the 
detection system.

(1) Failing to sit in an upright position.

(4) Putting legs on the dashboard or rest¬ 
ing them on other locations which 
reduce the passenger weight on the 
front seat.

Children too large for child 
restraints should use the avail¬ 
able lap/shoulder belts. No matter 
what type of crash, children of all 
ages are safer when restrained in 
the rear seat. 

• If the PASSENGER AIR BAG 
“OFF” indicator is illuminated 
when the front passenger's seat 
is occupied by an adult and 
he/she sits properly (sitting 
upright with the seatback in an 
upright position, centered on the 
seat cushion with their seat belt 
on, legs comfortably extended 
and their feet on the floor), have 
that person sit in the rear seat.

• Air bags can only be used once - 
have an authorized KIA dealer 
replace the air bag immediately 
after deployment.

Your vehicle is equipped with an 
Advanced Supplemental Restraint (Air 
Bag) System and lap/shoulder belts at 
both the driver and passenger seating 
position. 


The indication of the system's presence 
are the letters "AIR BAG" embossed on 
the air bag pad cover on the steering 
wheel and the passenger's side front 
panel pad above the glove box. 

The SRS consists of air bags installed 
under the pad covers in the center of the 
steering wheel and the passenger's side 
front panel above the glove box. 

The purpose of the SRS is to provide the 
vehicle's driver and/or the front passen¬ 
ger with additional protection than that 
offered by the seat belt system alone in 
case of a frontal impact of sufficient 
severity. The SRS uses sensors to gath¬ 
er information about the driver's and front 
passenger's seat belt usage and impact 
severity.

A WARNING 

If the occupant detection system is 
not working properly, the SRS air 
bag warning light Jtf' on the instru¬ 
ment panel will illuminate because 
the SRS air bag warning light is 
connected with the occupant 
detection system. If the SRS air bag 
warning light does not illuminate 
when the ignition switch is turned 
to the ON position, remains illumi¬ 
nated after approximately 6 sec¬ 
onds when the ignition switch is 
turned to the ON position, or if it 
illuminates while the vehicle is 
being driven, have an authorized 
KIA dealer inspect the advanced 
SRS air bag system as soon as 
possible. 


The seat belt buckle sensors determine If 
the driver and front passenger's seat 
belts are fastened. 


These sensors provide the ability to con¬ 
trol the SRS deployment based on 
whether or not the seat belts are fas¬ 
tened, and how severe the Impact Is. 

The advanced SRS offers the ability to 
control the air bag Inflation with two lev¬ 
els. A first stage level Is provided for mod¬ 
erate-severity impacts. A second stage 
level Is provided for more severe impacts. 

The passenger’s front air bag is designed 
to help reduce the Injury of children sit¬ 
ting close to the Instrument panel In low 
speed collisions. However, children are 
safer If they are restrained In the rear 
seat. 

According to the impact severity and seat 
belt usage, the SRSCM (SRS Control 
Module) controls the air bag inflation. 
Failure to properly wear seat belts can 
Increase the risk or severity of Injury In 
an accident. 


Additionally, your vehicle is equipped 
with an occupant detection system in the 
front passenger's seat. The occupant 
detection system detects the presence of 
a passenger in the front passenger's seat 
and will turn off the front passenger's air 
bag under certain conditions. For more 
detail, see "Occupant detection system" 
in this sectien.

• Modification to the seat structure 
can cause the air bag to deploy at 
a different level than should be 
provided. 

• Do not place any objects under¬ 
neath the front seats as they 
could damage interfere with the 
occupant detection system.

Manufacturers are required by gov¬ 
ernment regulations to provide a 
contact point concerning modifica¬ 
tions to the vehicle for persons with 
disabilities, which modifications 
may affect the vehicle’s advanced 
air bag system. That contact is 
KIA’s toll-free Customer Assistance 
center at 1-800-333-4KIA. However, 
KIA does not endorse nor will it 
support any changes to any part or 
structure of the vehicle that could 
affect the advanced air bag system, 
including the occupant detection 
system. 

Specifically, the front passenger 
seat, dashboard or door should not 
be replaced except by an author¬ 
ized KIA dealer using original KIA 
parts designed for this vehicle and 
model. Any other such replacement 
or modification could adversely 
affect the operation of the occupant 
detection system and your 
advanced air bags. For the same 
reason, do not attach anything to 
the seat, dashboard or door, even 
temporarily. If the system is 
adversely affected, it could cause 
severe personal injuries or death in 
a collision.

• Be sure to read information about the 
SRS on the labels provided on the sun- 
visor. 

• Advanced air bags are combined with 
pre-tensioner seat belts to help provide 
enhanced occupant protection in 
frontal crashes. Front air bags are not 
intended to deploy in collisions in 
which sufficient protection can be pro¬ 
vided by the pre-tensioner seat belt. 


A WARNING 

Always use seat belts and child 
restraints - every trip, every time, 
everyone! Air bags inflate with con¬ 
siderable force and in the blink of 
an eye. Seat belts help keep occu¬ 
pants in proper position to obtain 
maximum benefit from the air bag. 
Even with advanced air bags, 
improperly and unbelted occupants 
can be severely injured when the 
air bag inflates.

• Never lean against the door or 
center console - always sit in an 
upright position. 

• Do not allow a passenger to ride

a moderate or severe frontal 
crash.

• Never place covers, blankets or 
aftermarket seat warmers on the 
passenger seat as these may 
interfere with the occupant detec¬ 
tion system. 

• Do not tamper with or disconnect 
SRS wiring or other components 
of the SRS system. Doing so 
could result in injury, due to acci¬ 
dental deployment of the air bags 
or by rendering the SRS inopera¬ 
tive.

• If the SRS air bag warning light 
remains illuminated while the 
vehicle is being driven, have an 
authorized KIA dealer inspect the 
air bag system as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

• Air bags can only be used once - 
have an authorized KIA dealer 
replace the air bag immediately 
after deployment. 

• The SRS is designed to deploy 
the front air bags only when an 
impact is sufficiently severe and 
when the impact angle is less 
than 30°from the forward longitu¬ 
dinal axis of the vehicle. 
Additionally, the air bags will only 
deploy once. Seat belts must be 
worn at all times.

• Front air bags are not intended to 
deploy in side-impact, rear- 
impact or rollover crashes.

• Even though your vehicle is 
equipped with the occupant 
detection system, do not install a 
child restraint system in the front 
passenger seat position. A child 
restraint system must never be 
placed in the front seat.The infant 
or child could be severely injured 
or killed by an air bag deployment 
in case of an accident. 

• Children age 12 and under must 
always be properly restrained in 
the rear seat. Never allow chil¬ 
dren to ride in the front passen¬ 
ger seat. If a child over 12 must 
be seated in the front seat, he or 
she must be properly belted and 
the seat should be moved as far 
back as possible. 

• For maximum safety protection in 
all types of crashes, all occu¬ 
pants including the driver should 
always wear their seat belts 
whether or not an air bag is also 
provided at their seating position 
to minimize the risk of severe 
injury or death in the event of a 
crash.

Your vehicle is equipped with a side 
impact air bag in each front seat. The 
purpose of the air bag is to provide the 
vehicle's driver and/or the front passen¬ 
ger with additional protection than that 
offered by the seat belt alone. 
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Safety features of your vehicle 


• The side impact air bags are designed 
to depioy during certain side-impact 
coiiisions, depending on the crash 
severity, angie, speed and point of 
impact. 

• The side impact air bags do not oniy 
depioy on the side of the impact but 
aiso on the opposite side. 

• Aiso, both sides of the side impact air 
bags depioy in certain roilover situa¬ 
tions. 

• The side impact air bags are not 
designed to depioy in aii side impact or 
roliover situations. 


A WARNING 

Do not allow the passengers to lean 
their heads or bodies onto doors, 
put their arms on the doors, stretch 
their arms out of the window, or 
place objects between the doors 
and passengers when they are 
seated on seats equipped with side 
and/or curtain air bags. 


A WARNING 

• The side impact air bag is sup¬ 
plemental to the driver's and the 
passenger's seat belt systems 
and is not a substitute for them. 
Therefore your seat belts must be 
worn at all times while the vehicle 
is in motion. The air bags deploy 
only in certain side impact or 
rollover conditions severe 
enough to cause significant 
injury to the vehicle occupants. 

• For best protection from the side 
air bag system and to avoid being 
injured by the deploying side air 
bag, both front seat occupants 
should sit in an upright position 
with the seat belt properly fas¬ 
tened. The driver's hands should 
be placed on the steering wheel 
at the 9:00 and 3:00 positions. 
The passenger's arms and hands 
should be placed on their laps. 

• Do not use any accessory seat 
covers. 

• Use of seat covers could reduce 
or prevent the effectiveness of 
the system.

• Do not install any accessories on 
the side or near the side impact 
air bag. 

• Do not place any objects over the 
air bag or between the air bag 
and yourself. 

• Do not place any objects (an 
umbrella, bag, etc.) between the 
front door and the front seat. 
Such objects may become dan¬ 
gerous projectiles and cause 
injury if the supplemental side air 
bag inflates. 

• To prevent unexpected deploy¬ 
ment of the side impact air bag 
that may result in personal injury, 
avoid impact to the side impact 
sensor when the ignition switch 
is on. 

• If seat or seat cover is damaged, 
have the vehicle checked and 
repaired by an authorized KIA 
dealer. Inform the dealer that your 
vehicle is equipped with side 
impact air bags and an occupant 
detection system. 
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Curtain air bag 

Curtain air bags are iocated aiong both 
sides of the roof raiis above the front and 
rear doors. 

They are designed to heip protect the 
heads of the front seat occupants and 
the rear outboard seat occupants in cer¬ 
tain side impact coliisions. 


* The curtain air bags are designed to 
depioy during certain side impact coiii- 
sions, depending on the crash severity, 
angie, speed and point of impact. 

* The curtain air bags do not oniy depioy 
on the side of the impact but aiso on 
the opposite side. 

* Also, both sides of the curtain air bags 
deploy in certain rollover situations. 

* The curtain air bags are not designed 
to deploy in all side impact or rollover 
situations.

• In order for side and curtain air 
bags to provide the best protec¬ 
tion, front seat occupants and 
outboard rear occupants should 
sit in an upright position with the 
seat beits properly fastened. 
Importantly, children should sit in 
a proper chiid restraint system in 
the rear seat.

Front air bags are designed to infiate in a 
frontai coilision depending on the intensi¬ 
ty, speed or angies of impact of the front 
coiiision. 
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Side impact and/or curtain air bags 
Side impact and/or curtain air bags are 
designed to inflate when an impact is 
detected by side collision sensors 
depending on the strength, speed or 
angles of impact resulting from a side 
impact collision.

• In certain low-speed collisions the air 
bags may not deploy.

(It will operate 
normally when the material is removed 
or the sensor is no longer blooked.) 

3. Driving on uneven road surfaoes

1. Sharp or slim objects such as ropes, 
chains or small poles.

Climate control air filter

How vehicie audio works 

AM and FM radio signals are broadcast 
from transmitter towers located around 
your city. They are intercepted by the 
radio antenna on your vehicle. This signal 
is then received by the radio and sent to 
your vehicle speakers. 

When a strong radio signal has reached 
your vehicle, the precise engineering of 
your audio system ensures the best pos¬ 
sible quality reproduction. However, in 
some cases the signal coming to your 
vehicle may not be strong and clear. This 
can be due to factors such as the dis¬ 
tance from the radio station, closeness of 
other strong radio stations or the pres¬ 
ence of buildings, bridges or other large 
obstructions in the area. 


AM radio reception

AM broadcasts can be received at 
greater distances than FM broadcasts. 
This is because AM radio waves are 
transmitted at low frequencies. These 
long, low frequency radio waves can fol¬ 
low the curvature of the earth rather than 
travelling straight out into the atmos¬ 
phere. In addition, they curve around 
obstructions so that they can provide bet¬ 
ter signal coverage. 
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FM radio station 



FM broadcasts are transmitted at high 
frequencies and do not bend to follow the 
earth's surface. Because of this, FM 
broadcasts generally begin to fade at 
short distances from the station. Also, 
FM signals are easily affected by build¬ 
ings, mountains, or other obstructions. 
These can result In certain listening con¬ 
ditions which might lead you to believe a 
problem exists with your radio. The fol¬ 
lowing conditions are normal and do not 
Indicate radio trouble: 



Fading - As your vehicle moves away 
from the radio station, the signal will 
weaken and sound will begin to fade. 
When this occurs, we suggest that you 
select another stronger station. 
Flutter/Static - Weak FM signals or 
large obstructions between the trans¬ 
mitter and your radio can disturb the 
signal causing static or fluttering nois¬ 
es to occur. Reducing the treble level 
may lessen this effect until the distur¬ 
bance clears. 



• Station Swapping - As a FM signal 
weakens, another more powerful sig¬ 
nal near the same frequency may 
begin to play. This Is because your 
radio is designed to lock onto the clear¬ 
est signal. If this occurs, select another 
station with a stronger signal. 

• Multi-Path Cancellation - Radio signals 
being received from several directions 
can cause distortion or fluttering. This 
can be caused by a direct and reflect¬ 
ed signal from the same station, or by 
signals from two stations with close 
frequencies. If this occurs, select 
another station until the condition has 
passed. 
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Satellite radio reception 

You may experience difficulties in receiv¬ 
ing SIRIUS satellite radio signals in the 
following situations. 



• If you are driving in a tunnel or a cov¬ 
ered parking area. 

• If you are driving beneath the top level 
of a multi-level freeway. 

• If you drive under a bridge. 

• If you are driving next to a tall vehicle 
(such as a truck or a bus) that blocks 
the signal. 

• If you are driving in a valley where the 
surrounding hills or peaks block the 
signal from the satellite. 


* If you are driving on a mountain road 
where is the signal blocked by moun¬ 
tains. 



* If you are driving in an area with tall 
trees that block the signal (30 ft. / 10m 
or more), for example on an road that 
goes through a dense forest. 

* The signal can become weak in some 
areas that are not covered by the 
SIRIUS repeater network. 


NOTE: 

There may be other unforeseen cir¬ 
cumstances leading to reception 
problems with the SIRIUS satellite 
radio signal. 
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Using a cellular phone or a two-way 
radio 

When a cellular phone is used Inside the 
vehicle, noise may be produced from the 
audio equipment. This does not mean 
that something Is wrong with the audio 
equipment. In such a case, use the cellu¬ 
lar phone at a place as far as possible 
from the audio equipment. 

A CAUTION 

When using a communication sys¬ 
tem such a cellular phone or a radio 
set inside the vehicle, a separate 
external antenna must be fitted. 
When a cellular phone or a radio set 
is used with an internal antenna 
alone, it may interfere with the vehi¬ 
cle's electrical system and adverse¬ 
ly affect safe operation of the vehi¬ 
cle.

Do not use a cellular phone while 
driving. Stop at a safe location to 
use a cellular phone. 


Care of disc 

* If the temperature inside the car Is too 
high, open the car windows for ventilation 
before using your car audio. 

* It is illegal to copy and use MP3/WMA 
files without permission. Use CDs that 
are created only by lawful means. 

* Do not apply volatile agents such as 
benzene and thinner, normal cleaners 
and magnetic sprays made for ana¬ 
logue disc onto CDs. 

* To prevent the disc surface from get¬ 
ting damaged. Hold and carry CDs by 
the edges or the edges of the center 
hole only. 

* Clean the disc surface with a piece of 
soft oloth before playback (wipe It from 
the center to the outside edge).

• Avoid idling the engine for prolonged periods with people inside the car. 

If it is necessary to idle the engine for a prolonged period with people inside the car, be sure to do so only in an open area 
with the air intake set at "Fresh" and fan operating at one of the higher speeds so fresh air is drawn into the interior. 

If you must drive with the tailgate open because you are carrying objects that make this necessary: 

1. Close all windows. 

2. Open side vents. 

3. Set the air intake control at "Fresh", the air flow control at "Floor" or "Face" and the fan at one of the higher speeds. 

To assure proper operation of the ventilation system, be sure the ventilation air intakes located just in front of the windshield are 
kept clear of snow, ice, leaves or other obstructions.

Manual transaxle operation 

The manual transaxle has 6 forward 
gears. 

This shift pattern is imprinted on the shift 
knob. The transaxle is fully synchronized 
in all forward gears so shifting to either a 
higher or a lower gear is easily accom¬ 
plished. 

Press the clutch pedal down fully while 
shifting, then release it slowly. 

If your vehicle is equipped with an igni¬ 
tion lock switch, the engine will not start 
when starting the engine without 
depressing the clutch pedal, (if equipped) 
The gearshift lever must be returned to 
the neutral position before shifting into R 
(Reverse). 

The ring (1) located immediately below 
the shift knob must be pulled upward 
while moving the shift lever to the R posi¬ 
tion. (if equipped) 

Make sure the vehicle is completely 
stopped before shifting into R (Reverse).

Downshifting 

When you must slow down in heavy traf¬ 
fic or while driving up steep hills, down¬ 
shift before the engine starts to labor. 
Downshifting reduces the chance of 
stalling and gives better acceleration 
when you again need to increase your 
speed. When the vehicle is traveling 
down steep hills, downshifting helps 
maintain safe speed and prolongs brake 
life. 
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Good driving practices 

• Never take the vehicle out of gear and 
coast down a hill. This is extremely 
hazardous. Always leave the vehicle in 
gear. 

• Don't "ride" the brakes. This can cause 
them to overheat and malfunction. 
Instead, when you are driving down a 
long hill, slow down and shift to a lower 
gear. When you do this, engine braking 
will help slow down the vehicle. 

• Slow down before shifting to a lower 
gear. This will help avoid over-revving 
the engine, which can cause damage. 

• Slow down when you encounter cross 
winds. This gives you much better con¬ 
trol of your vehicle. 

• Be sure the vehicle is completely 
stopped before you attempt to shift into 
reverse. The transaxle can be dam¬ 
aged if you do not. To shift into reverse, 
depress the clutch, move the shift lever 
to neutral, then shift to the reverse 
position. 


* Exercise extreme caution when driving 
on a slippery surface. Be especially 
careful when braking, accelerating or 
shifting gears. On a slippery surface, 
an abrupt change in vehicle speed can 
cause the drive wheels to lose traction 
and the vehicle to go out of control. 


A WARNING 

• Always buckle-up! In a collision, 
an unbelted occupant is signifi¬ 
cantly more likely to be seriously 
injured or killed than a properly 
belted occupant. 

• Avoid high speeds when corner¬ 
ing or turning.

To shift the transaxle from P (Park) or N 
(Neutral) into R (Reverse): 

1. Depress and hold the brake pedal. 

2. Start the engine or turn the ignition 
switch to the ON position. 

3. Move the shift lever. 

If the brake pedal is repeatedly 
depressed and released with the shift 
lever in the P (Park) position, a chattering 
noise near the shift lever may be heard. It 
is a normal condition. 


A WARNING 

Always fully depress the brake 
pedal before and while shifting out 
of the P (Park) position into anoth¬ 
er position to avoid inadvertent 
motion of the vehicle which couid 
injure persons in or around the 
vehicle.

* Never move the gear shift lever from P 
(Park) or N (Neutral) to any other posi¬ 
tion with the accelerator pedal 
depressed.

* Be sure the vehicle is completely 
stopped before you attempt to shift into 
R (Reverse) or D (Drive).

FOUR WHEEL DRIVE (4WD) (IF 

Engine power can be delivered to all front 
and rear wheels for maximum traction. 
4WD is useful when extra traction is 
required on road, such as, when driving 
on slippery, muddy, wet, or snow-covered 
roads. These vehicles are not designed 
for challenging off-road use. Occasional 
off-road use such as established 
unpaved roads and trails are OK. It is 
always important when traveling off-high¬ 
way that the driver carefully reduces the 
speed to a level that does not exceed the 
safe operating speed for those condi¬ 
tions. In general, off-road conditions pro¬ 
vide less traction and braking effective¬ 
ness than normal road conditions. The 
driver must be especially alert to avoid 
driving on slopes which tilt the vehicle to 
either side.

Power brakes 

Your vehicle has power-assisted brakes 
that adjust automatically through normal 
usage. 

In the event that the power-assisted 
brakes lose power because of a stalled 
engine or some other reason, you can 
still stop your vehicle by applying greater 
force to the brake pedal than you nor¬ 
mally would. The stopping distance, how¬ 
ever, will be longer.

Anti-lock brake system (ABS) 


A WARNING 

ABS (or ESC) will not prevent acci¬ 
dents due to improper or danger¬ 
ous driving maneuvers. Even 
though vehicle control is improved 
during emergency braking, always 
maintain a safe distance between 
you and objects ahead. Vehicle 
speeds should always be reduced 
during extreme road conditions.

The safety features of an ABS (or 
ESC) equipped vehicle should not 
be tested by high speed driving or 
cornering. This could endanger the 
safety of yourself or others. 
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The ABS continuously senses the speed 
of the wheels. If the wheels are going to 
lock, the ABS system repeatedly modu¬ 
lates the hydraulic brake pressure to the 
wheels. 

When you apply your brakes under con¬ 
ditions which may lock the wheels, you 
may hear a “tik-tik” sound from the 
brakes, or feel a corresponding sensation 
in the brake pedal. This is normal and it 
means your ABS is active. 

In order to obtain the maximum benefit 
from your ABS in an emergency situa¬ 
tion, do not attempt to modulate your 
brake pressure and do not try to pump 
your brakes. Press your brake pedal as 
hard as possible or as hard as the situa¬ 
tion allows the ABS to control the force 
being delivered to the brakes. 


* NOTICE 

A click sound may be heard in the 
engine compartment when the vehicle 
begins to move after the engine is start¬ 
ed. These conditions are normal and 
indicate that the anti-lock brake system 
is functioning properly. 

* Even with the anti-lock brake system, 
your vehicle still requires sufficient 
stopping distance. Always maintain a 
safe distance from the vehicle in front 
of you. 

* Always slow down when cornering. 
The anti-lock brake system cannot pre¬ 
vent accidents resulting from exces¬ 
sive speeds. 

* On loose or uneven road surfaces, 
operation of the anti-lock brake system 
may result in a longer stopping dis¬ 
tance than for vehicles equipped with a 
conventional brake system.

• If the ABS warning light is on and 
stays on, you may have a problem 
with the ABS.

• The ABS warning iight wiii stay on 
for approximately 3 seconds after 
the ignition switch is ON. During 
that time, the ABS will go through 
self-diagnosis and the light will go 
off if everything is normai.

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Electronic stability control (ESC) 

The Electronic Stability control (ESC) 
system Is designed to stabilize the vehicle 
during cornering maneuvers. ESC checks 
where you are steering and where the 
vehicle Is actually going. ESC applies the 
brakes on Individual wheels and 
Intervenes with the engine management 
system to stabilize the vehicle. 


A WARNING 

Never drive too fast according to 
the road conditions or too quickiy 
when cornering. Electronic stabiiity 
control (ESC) will not prevent acci¬ 
dents. Excessive speed in turns, 
abrupt maneuvers and hydroplan¬ 
ing on wet surfaces can still result 
in serious accidents.

The Electronic Stability Control (ESC) 
system is an electronic system designed 
to help the driver maintain vehiole control 
under adverse conditions. It is not a 
substitute for safe driving practices. 
Factors including speed, road oonditions 
and driver steering input can all affect 
whether ESC will be effective in 
preventing a loss of oontrol. It is still your 
responsibility to drive and corner at 
reasonable speeds and to leave a 
sufficient margin of safety. 

When you apply your brakes under oon- 
ditions which may lock the wheels, you 
may hear a “tik-tik” sound from the 
brakes, or feel a corresponding sensation 
in the brake pedal. This is normal and it 
means your ESC is active.

Downhill brake control (DBC)

The Downhill Brake Control (DBC) sup¬ 
ports the driver driving down a steep hill 
without the driver depressing the brake 
pedal. It slows down the vehicle under 
5mph (8 km/h) and lets the driver con¬ 
centrate on steering the vehicle. 

DBC defaults to the OFF position when¬ 
ever the ignition is turned on.

A WARNING 

• Whenever you leave or park your 
vehicle, always set the parking 
brake as far as possible and shift 
the vehicie to 1st (First) gear or R 
(Reverse) for manuai transaxle, or 
P (Park) for automatic transaxie. If 
the parking brake is not fuily 
engaged, the vehicie may move 
inadvertentiy and injure yourseif 
and others. 

• All vehicles should always have 
the parking brake fully engaged 
when parking to avoid inadver¬ 
tent movement of the vehicle 
which can injure occupants or 
pedestrians. 


• Check to be sure the parking brake is 
not engaged and the parking brake 
indicator iight is out before driving 
away. 

• Driving through water may get the 
brakes wet. They can aiso get wet 
when the vehicie is washed.

To dry the brakes, appiy the brakes 
lightiy until the braking action returns to 
normal, taking care to keep the vehicle 
under control at all times. If the braking 
action does not return to normal, stop 
as soon as it is safe to do so and call 
an authorized KIA dealer for assis¬ 
tance. 


Driving your vehicle 


• Don't coast down hills with the vehicle 
out of gear. This is extremely haz¬ 
ardous. Keep the vehicle in gear at all 
times, use the brakes to slow down, 
then shift to a lower gear so that 
engine braking will help you maintain a 
safe speed. 

• Don't "ride" the brake pedal. Resting 
your foot on the brake pedal while driv¬ 
ing can be dangerous because the 
brakes might overheat and lose their 
effectiveness. It also increases the 
wear of the brake components. 

• If a tire goes flat while you are driving, 
apply the brakes gently and keep the 
vehicle pointed straight ahead while 
you slow down. When you are moving 
slowly enough for it to be safe to do so, 
pull off the road and stop in a safe 
place.

• If your vehicle is equipped with an 
automatic transaxie, don't iet your vehi- 
cie creep forward. To avoid creeping 
forward, keep your foot firmiy on the 
brake pedai when the vehicie is 
stopped. 

• Be cautious when parking on a hiii. 
Firmiy engage the parking brake and 
piace the shift iever in P (automatic 
transaxie) or in first or reverse gear 
(manuai transaxie). If your vehicle is 
facing downhill, turn the front wheels 
into the curb to help keep the vehicle 
from rolling. If your vehicle is facing 
uphill, turn the front wheels away from 
the curb to help keep the vehicle from 
rolling. If there is no curb or if it is 
required by other conditions to keep 
the vehicle from rolling, block the 
wheels. 
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Under some conditions your parking 
brake can freeze in the engaged posi¬ 
tion. This is most likely to happen when 
there is an accumulation of snow or ice 
around or near the rear brakes or if the 
brakes are wet. If there is a risk that the 
parking brake may freeze, apply it only 
temporarily while you put the shift lever 
in P (automatic transaxie) or in first or 
reverse gear (manual transaxie) and 
block the rear wheels so the vehicle 
cannot roll. Then release the parking 
brake. 

Do not hold the vehicle on the upgrade 
with the accelerator pedal. This can 
cause the transaxie to overheat. 
Always use the brake pedal or parking 
brake. 






CRUISE CONTROL SYSTEM (IF EQUIPPED) 



1. Cruise indicator 

2. Cruise set indicator 
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The cruise controi system aliows you to 
program the vehicie to maintain a con¬ 
stant speed without pressing the acceier- 
ator pedal. 

This system is designed to function 
above approximately 25 mph (40 km/h). 


A WARNING 

• If the cruise control is left on 
(CRUISE indicator light in the 
instrument cluster illuminated), 
the cruise control can be 
switched on accidentally. Keep 
the cruise control system off 
(CRUISE indicator light OFF) 
when the cruise control is not in 
use, to avoid inadvertently set¬ 
ting a speed. 

• Use the cruise control system 
only when traveling on open 
highways in good weather. 

• Do not use the cruise control 
when it may not be safe to keep 
the vehicle at a constant speed, 
for instance, driving in heavy or 
varying traffic, or on slippery 
(rainy, icy or snow-covered) or 
winding roads or over 6% up-hill 
or down-hill roads. 

• Pay particular attention to the 
driving conditions whenever 
using the cruise control system. 

• Be careful when driving downhill 
using the cruise control system, 
which may increase the vehicle 
speed. 
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/h CAUTION 

During cruise-speed driving of a 
manuai transaxle vehicle, do not 
shift into neutral without depress¬ 
ing the clutch pedal, since the 
engine will be overrevved. If this 
happens, depress the clutch pedal 
or release the cruise control ON- 
OFF switch. 


* NOTICE 

During normal cruise control operation, 
when the SET switch is activated or 
reactivated after applying the brakes, 
the cruise control will energize after 
approximately 3 seconds. The delay is 
normal. 
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To set cruise control speed: 

1. Push the cruise ON-OFF button on the 
steering wheel, to turn the system on. 
The CRUISE indicator light in the 
instrument cluster will illuminate. 

2. Accelerate to the desired speed, which 
must be more than 25 mph (40 km/h). 



3. Push the - SET switch, and release it 
at the desired speed. The SET indica¬ 
tor light in the instrument cluster will 
illuminate. Release the accelerator at 
the same time. The desired speed will 
automatically be maintained. 

On a steep grade, the vehicle may slow 
down or speed up slightly while going 
downhill. 
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To increase cruise control set 
speed: 

Follow either of these procedures: 

• Push the RES -i- switch and hold it. Your 
vehicle will accelerate. Release the 
switch at the speed you want. 

• Push the RES-e switch and release it 
immediately. The cruising speed will 
increase by 1.2 mph (2.0 km/h) each 
time the RES -i- switch is operated in 
this manner. 
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To decrease the cruising speed: 

Follow either of these procedures: 

• Push the - SET switch and hoid it. Your 
vehicie wili graduaiiy siow down. 
Reiease the switch at the speed you 
want to maintain. 

• Push the - SET switch and release it 
immediateiy. The cruising speed wiii 
decrease by 1.2 mph (2.0 km/h) each 
time the - SET switch is operated in 
this manner. 
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To temporarily accelerate with the 
cruise control on: 

If you want to speed up temporarily when 
the cruise controi is on, depress the 
acceierator pedai. increased speed wili 
not interfere with cruise controi operation 
or change the set speed. 

To return to the set speed, take your foot 
off the acceierator. 
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To cancel cruise control, do one 

of the following: 

• Press the brake pedai. 

• Press the ciutch pedai with a manuai 
transaxie. 

• Shift into N (Neutrai) with an automatic 
transaxie. 

• Push the CANCEL switch iocated on 
the steering wheei. 

• Decrease the vehicle speed lewer than 
the memory speed by 12 mph (20 
km/h). 

• Decrease the vehicle speed to less 
than approximately 25 mph (40 km/h). 
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Each of these actions will cancel cruise 
control operation (the SET indicator light 
in the instrument cluster will go off), but it 
will not turn the system off If you wish to 
resume cruise control operation, push 
the RES + switch located on your steer¬ 
ing wheel. You will return to your previ¬ 
ously preset speed. 
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To resume cruising speed at 
more than approximateiy 25 mph 
(40 km/h): 

If any method other than the cruise ON- 
OFF switch was used to cancel cruising 
speed and the system is still activated, 
the most recent set speed will automati¬ 
cally resume when the RES -i- switch is 
pushed. 

It will not resume, however, if the vehiole 
speed has dropped below approximately 
25 mph (40 km/h). 
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To turn cruise controi off, do one 
of the foiiowing: 

• Push the cruise ON-OFF button (the 
CRUISE indicator light in the instru¬ 
ment cluster will go off). 

• Turn the ignition off. 

Both of these actions will cancel the 
cruise control operation. If you want to 
resume the cruise control operation, 
repeat the steps provided in “To set 
cruise control speed” on the previous 
page. 
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ECONOMICAL OPERATION 
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Your vehicle's fuel economy depends 
mainly on your style of driving, where you 
drive and when you drive. 

Each of these factors affects how many 
miles (kilometers) you can get from a gal¬ 
lon (liter) of fuel. To operate your vehicle 
as economically as possible, use the fol¬ 
lowing driving suggestions to help save 
money in both fuel and repairs: 

• Drive smoothly. Accelerate at a moder¬ 
ate rate. Don't make "jack-rabbit" starts 
or full-throttle shifts and maintain a 
steady cruising speed. Don't race 
between stoplights. Try to adjust your 
speed te the traffic so you don't have te 
change speeds unnecessarily. Avoid 
heavy traffic whenever possible. 
Always maintain a safe distance from 
other vehicles so you can avoid unnec¬ 
essary braking. This also reduces 
brake wear. 

• Drive at a moderate speed. The faster 
you drive, the more fuel your vehicle 
uses. Driving at a moderate speed, 
especially on the highway, is one of the 
most effective ways to reduce fuel con¬ 
sumption. 


* Don't "ride" the brake pedal. This can 
increase fuel consumption and also 
increase wear on these components. 
In addition, driving with your foot rest¬ 
ing on the brake pedal may cause the 
brakes te overheat, which reduces 
their effectiveness and may lead to 
more serious consequences. 

* Take care of your tires. Keep them 
inflated to the recommended pressure. 
Incorrect inflation, either too much or 
too little, results in unnecessary tire 
wear. Check the tire pressures at least 
once a month. 

* Be sure that the wheels are aligned 
correctly. Improper alignment can 
result from hitting curbs or driving too 
fast over irregular surfaces. Poor align¬ 
ment causes faster tire wear and may 
also result in other problems as well as 
greater fuel consumption. 
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• Keep your vehicle in good condition. 
For better fuel economy and reduced 
maintenance costs, maintain your vehi¬ 
cle in accordance with the mainte¬ 
nance schedule in section 7. If you 
drive your vehicle in severe conditions, 
more frequent maintenance is required 
(see section 7 for details). 

• Keep your vehicle clean. For maximum 
service, your vehicle should be kept 
clean and free of corrosive materials. It 
is especially important that mud, dirt, 
ice, etc. not be allowed to accumulate 
on the underside of the vehicle. This 
extra weight can result in increased 
fuel consumption and also contribute 
to corrosion. 

• Travel lightly. Don't carry unnecessary 
weight in your vehicle. Weight reduces 
fuel economy. 

• Don't let the engine idle longer than 
necessary. If you are waiting (and not 
in traffic), turn off your engine and 
restart only when you're ready to go. 
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• Remember, your vehicle does not 
require extended warm-up. After the 
engine has started, allow the engine to 
run for 10 to 20 seconds prior to plac¬ 
ing the vehicle in gear. In very cold 
weather, however, give your engine a 
slightly longer warm-up period. 

• Don't "lug" or "over-rev" the engine. 
Lugging is driving too slowly in a very 
high gear resulting in engine bucking. If 
this happens, shift to a lower gear. 
Over-revving is racing the engine 
beyond its safe limit. This can be avoid¬ 
ed by shifting at the recommended 
speed. 


* Use your air conditioning sparingly. 
The air conditioning system is operat¬ 
ed by engine power so your fuel econ¬ 
omy is reduced when you use it. 

* Open windows at high speeds can 
reduce fuel economy. 

* Fuel economy is less in crosswinds 
and headwinds. To help offset some of 
this loss, slow down when driving in 
these conditions. 

Keeping a vehicle in good operating con¬ 
dition is important both for economy and 
safety. Therefore, have an authorized KIA 
dealer perform scheduled inspections 
and maintenance. 


^ WARNING - Engine off dur¬ 
ing motion 

Never turn the engine off to coast 
down hills or anytime the vehicle is 
in motion. The power steering and 
power brakes will not function 
properly without the engine run¬ 
ning. Instead, keep the engine on 
and downshift to an appropriate 
gear for engine braking effect. In 
addition, turning off the ignition 
while driving could engage the 
steering wheel lock resulting in 
loss of vehicle steering which 
could cause serious injury or 
death. 
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SPECIAL DRIVING CONDITIONS 
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Hazardous driving conditions 

When hazardous driving conditions are 
encountered such as water, snow, ice, 
mud, sand, or simiiar hazards, foiiow 
these suggestions: 

• Drive cautiousiy and aiiow extra dis¬ 
tance for braking. 

• Avoid sudden braking or steering. 

• When braking with non-ABS brakes 
pump the brake pedal with a light up- 
and-down motion until the vehicle is 
stopped. 


A WARNING - ABS 

Do not pump the brake pedal on a 

vehicle equipped with ABS. 
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* If stalled in snow, mud, or sand, use 
second gear. Accelerate slowly to 
avoid spinning the drive wheels. 

* Use sand, rock salt, tire chains, or 
other non-slip material under the drive 
wheels to provide traction when stalled 
in ice, snow, or mud. 


A WARNING - Downshifting 
Downshifting with an automatic 
transaxle, while driving on slippery 
surfaces can cause an accident. 
The sudden change in tire speed 
could cause the tires to skid. Be 
careful when downshifting on slip¬ 
pery surfaces. 
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Reducing the risk of a roiiover 

This multi-purpose passenger vehicle is 
defined as a Sports Utility Vehicle (SUV). 
SUV’s have higher ground clearance and 
a narrower track to make them capable 
of performing in a wide variety of off-road 
applications. Specific design characteris¬ 
tics give them a higher center of gravity 
than ordinary vehicles. An advantage of 
the higher ground clearance is a better 
view of the road, which allows you to 
anticipate problems. They are not 
designed for cornering at the same 
speeds as conventional passenger vehi¬ 
cles, any more than low-slung sports 
vehicles are designed to perform satis¬ 
factorily in off-road conditions. Due to this 
risk, driver and passengers are strongly 
recommended to buckle their seat belts. 
In a rollover crash, an unbelted person is 
more likely to die than a person wearing 
a seat belt. There are steps that a driver 
can make to reduce the risk of a rollover. 
If at all possible, avoid sharp turns or 
abrupt maneuvers, do not load your roof 
rack with heavy cargo, and never modify 
your vehicle in any way. 
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A WARNING - Rollover 
As with other Sports Utility Vehicle 
(SUV), failure to operate this vehi¬ 
cle correctly may result in loss of 
control, an accident or vehicle 
rollover. 

• Utility vehicles have a significant¬ 
ly higher rollover rate than other 
types of vehicles. 

• Specific design characteristics 
(higher ground clearance, nar¬ 
rower track, etc.) give this vehicle 
a higher center of gravity than 
ordinary vehicles. 

• A SUV is not designed for corner¬ 
ing at the same speeds as con¬ 
ventional vehicles. 

• Avoid sharp turns or abrupt 
maneuvers. 

• In a rollover crash, an unbelted 
person is significantly more like¬ 
ly to die than a person wearing a 
seat belt. Make sure everyone in 
the vehicle is properly buckled 
up. 
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A WARNING 

Your vehicle is equipped with tires 
designed to provide safe ride and 
handling capability. Do not use a 
size and type of tire and wheel that 
is different from the one that is 
originally installed on your vehicle. 
It can affect the safety and perform¬ 
ance of your vehicle, which could 
lead to steering failure or rollover 
and serious injury. When replacing 
the tires, be sure to equip all four 
tires with the tire and wheel of the 
same size, type, tread, brand and 
load-carrying capacity. If you never¬ 
theless decide to equip your vehi¬ 
cle with any tire/wheel combination 
not recommended by KIA for off 
road driving, you should not use 
these tires for highway driving. 
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Rocking the vehicle 

If it is necessary to rock the vehicle to free 
it from snow, sand, or mud, first turn the 
steering wheel right and left to clear the 
area around your front wheels. Then, shift 
back and forth between 1st (First) and R 
(Reverse) in vehicles equipped with a 
manual transaxle or R (Reverse) and any 
forward gear in vehicles equipped with an 
automatic transaxle. Do not race the 
engine, and spin the wheels as little as 
possible. If you are still stuck after a few 
tries, have the vehicle pulled out by a tow 
vehicle to avoid engine overheating and 
possible damage to the transaxle. 

A CAUTION 

Prolonged rocking may cause 
engine overheating, transaxle dam¬ 
age or failure, and tire damage. 
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^ WARNING - Spinning tires 
Do not spin the wheels, especially 
at speeds more than 35 mph (56 
km/h). Spinning the wheeis at high 
speeds when the vehicie is station¬ 
ary could cause a tire to overheat 
which couid result in tire damage 
that may injure bystanders. 


* NOTICE 

The ESC system (if equipped) should he 
turned OFF prior to roeking the vehiele. 


A WARNING 

If your vehicle becomes stuck in 
snow, mud, sand, etc., then you 
may attempt to rock the vehicie free 
by moving it forward and backward. 
Do not attempt this procedure if 
people or objects are anywhere 
near the vehicle. During the rocking 
operation the vehicle may suddenly 
move forward of backward as it 
becomes unstuck, causing injury 
or damage to nearby peopie or 
objects.

Because night driving presents mere 
hazards than driving in the daylight, here 
are some important tips to remember: 

• Slow down and keep mere distance 
between you and other vehicies, as it 
may be mere difficuit to see at night, 
especiaiiy in areas where there may 
not be any street iights. 
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• Adjust your mirrors to reduce the glare 
from other driver's headiights. 

• Keep your headiights ciean and prop- 
eriy aimed on vehicies not equipped 
with the automatic headiight aiming 
feature. Dirty or improperly aimed 
headiights wiii make it much more diffi- 
cuit to see at night. 

• Avoid staring directiy at the headiights 
of oncoming vehicies. You couid be 
temporariiy blinded, and it wiii take 
severai seconds for your eyes to read¬ 
just to the darkness. 
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Driving in the rain 

Rain and wet roads can make driving 
dangerous, especiaily if you’re not pre¬ 
pared for the slick pavement. Here are a 
few things to consider when driving in the 
rain: 

* A heavy rainfali wiii make it harder to 
see and wiii increase the distance 
needed to stop your vehicie, so siow 
down. 

* Keep your windshield wiping equip¬ 
ment in good shape. Repiace your 
windshieid wiper biades when they 
shew signs of streaking or missing 
areas on the windshieid. 


• If your tires are not in good condition, 
making a quick stop on wet pavement 
can cause a skid and possibly lead to 
an accident. Be sure your tires are in 
good shape. 

• Turn on your headiights to make it eas¬ 
ier for others to see you. 

• Driving too fast through large puddles 
can affect your brakes. If you must go 
through puddles, try to drive through 
them slowiy. 

• If you believe you may have gotten 
your brakes wet, appiy them iightiy 
whiie driving untii normal braking oper¬ 
ation returns. 
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Driving in fiooded areas 

Avoid driving through flooded areas 
unless you are sure the water Is no high¬ 
er than the bottom of the wheei hub. 
Drive through any water siowiy. Aliow 
adequate stopping distance because 
brake performance may be affected. 
After driving through water, dry the 
brakes by gently applying them severai 
times whiie the vehicle is moving siowiy. 
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Highway driving 

Tires 

Adjust the tire inflation pressures to 
specification. Low tire inflation pressures 
will result in overheating and possible 
failure of the tires. 

Avoid using worn or damaged tires which 
may result in reduced traction or tire fail¬ 
ure. 

* NOTICE 

Never exeeed the maximum tire inflation 
pressure shown on the tires. 


A WARNING 

• Underinflated or overinflated 
tires can cause poor handling, 
loss of vehicle control, and sud¬ 
den tire failure leading to acci¬ 
dents, injuries, and even death. 
Always check tires for proper 
inflation before driving. For prop¬ 
er tire pressures, refer to “Tires 
and wheels” in section 8. 

• Driving on tires with no or insuffi¬ 
cient tread is dangerous. Worn- 
out tires can result in loss of 
vehicle control, collisions, injury, 
and even death. Worn-out tires 
should be replaced as soon as 
possible and should never be 
used for driving. Always check 
the tire tread before driving your 
car. For further information and 
tread limits, refer to “Tires and 
wheels” in section 7. 
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Fuel, engine coolant and engine oil 

High speed travel consumes more fuel 
than urban motoring. Do not forget to 
check both the engine coolant and 
engine oil. 

Drive belt 

A loose or damaged drive belt may result 
in overheating of the engine. 
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WINTER DRIVING 
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Severe weather conditions in the winter 
resuit in greater wear and other prob- 
iems. To minimize the probiems of winter 
driving, you shouid foiiow these sugges¬ 
tions: 
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Snowy or icy conditions 

To drive your vehicie in deep snow, it may 
be necessary to use snow tires or to 
instaii tire chains on your tires. If snow 
tires are needed, it is necessary to seiect 
tires equivaient in size and type of the 
originai equipment tires. Faiiure to do so 
may adverseiy affect the safety and han- 
diing of your vehicie. Furthermore, 
speeding, rapid acceieration, sudden 
brake appiications, and sharp turns are 
potentiaiiy very hazardous practices. 
During deceieration, use engine braking 
to the fuilest extent. Sudden brake appii¬ 
cations on snowy or icy roads may cause 
skids to occur. You need to keep suffi¬ 
cient distance between the vehicie in 
operation in front and your vehicie. Aiso, 
appiy the brake gentiy. It should be noted 
that installing tire chains on the tire will 
provide a greater driving force, but will 
not prevent side skids. 

* NOTICE 

Tire chains are not legal in all states. 
Check state laws before fitting tire 
chains. 
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Snow tires 

If you mount snow tires on your vehicle, 
make sure they are radial tires of the 
same size and load range as the original 
tires. Mount snow tires on all four wheels 
to balance your vehicle’s handling in all 
weather conditions. Keep in mind that the 
traction provided by snow tires on dry 
roads may not be as high as your vehi¬ 
cle's original equipment tires. You should 
drive cautiously even when the roads are 
clear. Check with the tire dealer for max¬ 
imum speed recommendations. 


^ WARNING - Snow tire size 
Snow tires should be equivalent in 
size and type to the vehicle's stan¬ 
dard tires. Otherwise, the safety 
and handling of your vehicle may 
be adversely affected. 


Do not install studded tires without first 
checking local, state and municipal regu¬ 
lations for possible restrictions against 
their use. 
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Tire chains 

Since the sidewalls of radial tires are 
thinner, they can be damaged by mount¬ 
ing some types of snow chains on them 


Therefore, the use of snow tires is rec¬ 
ommended instead of snow ohains. Do 
not mount tire chains on vehicles 
equipped with aluminum wheels; snow 
chains may cause damage to the wheels. 
If snow chains must be used, use wire- 
type chains with a thickness of less than 
0.59 in (15 mm). Damage to your vehicle 
caused by improper snow chain use is 
not covered by your vehicle manufactur¬ 
ers warranty. 


When using tire chains, attach them to 
the drive wheels as follows. 

2WD : Front wheels 
4WD : All four wheels 

If a full set of chains is not avail¬ 
able for a 4WD vehicle, chains 
may be installed on the front 
wheels only. 

A CAUTION 

• Make sure the snow chains are 
the correct size and type for your 
tires. Incorrect snow chains can 
cause damage to the vehicle body 
and suspension and may not be 
covered by your vehicle manufac¬ 
turer warranty. Also, the snow 
chain connecting hooks may be 
damaged from contacting vehicle 
components causing the snow 
chains to come loose from the 
tire. Make sure the snow chains 
are SAE class "S”certified. 

• Always check chain installation 
for proper mounting after driving 
approximately 0.3 to 0.6 miles (0.5 
to 1 km) to ensure safe mounting. 
Retighten or remount the chains 
if they are loose. 
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Chain installation 

When installing chains, follow the manu¬ 
facturer's instructions and mount them as 
tightly as you can. Drive slowly with 
chains installed. If you hear the chains 
contacting the body or chassis, stop and 
tighten them. If they still make contact, 
slow down until it stops. Remove the 
chains as soon as you begin driving on 
cleared roads. 


^ WARNING - Mounting 
chains 

When mounting snow chains, park 
the vehicle on level ground away 
from traffic. Turn on the vehicle 
Hazard Warning flashers and place 
a triangular emergency warning 
device behind the vehicle if avail¬ 
able. Always place the vehicle in P 
(Park), apply the parking brake and 
turn off the engine before installing 
snow chains. 
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^ WARNING - Tire chains 

• The use of chains may adversely 
affect vehicle handling. 

• Do not exceed 20 mph (30 km/h) 
or the chain manufacturer’s rec¬ 
ommended speed limit, whichev¬ 
er is iower. 

• Drive carefuily and avoid bumps, 
hoies, sharp turns, and other 
road hazards, which may cause 
the vehicle to bounce. 

• Avoid sharp turns or locked- 
wheel braking. 


/h CAUTION 

• Chains that are the wrong size or 
improperiy instaiied can damage 
your vehicle's brake lines, sus¬ 
pension, body and wheels. 

• Stop driving and retighten the 
chains any time you hear them 
hitting the vehicle. 
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Use high quaiity ethyiene giycoi 
cooiant 

Your vehicle is delivered with high quality 
ethylene glycol coolant in the cooling 
system. It is the only type of coolant that 
should be used because it helps prevent 
corrosion in the cooling system, lubri¬ 
cates the water pump and prevents 
freezing. Be sure to replace or replenish 
your coolant in accordance with the 
maintenance schedule in section 7. 
Before winter, have your coolant tested to 
assure that its freezing point is sufficient 
for the temperatures anticipated during 
the winter. 
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Check battery and cables 

Winter puts additional burdens on the 
battery system. Visually inspect the bat¬ 
tery and cables as described in section 
7. The level of charge in your battery can 
be checked by an authorized KIA dealer 
or a service station. 
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Change to "winter weight" oii if 
necessary 

In some climates it is recommended that 
a lower viscosity "winter weight" oil be 
used during cold weather. See section 8 
for recommendations. If you aren't sure 
what weight oil you should use, consult 
an authorized KIA dealer. 
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Check spark piugs and ignition 
system 

Inspect your spark plugs as described in 
section 7 and replace them if necessary. 
Also check all ignition wiring and compo¬ 
nents to be sure they are not cracked, 
worn or damaged in any way. 
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To keep locks from freezing 

To keep the locks from freezing, squirt an 
approved de-icer fluid or glycerine into 
the key opening. If a lock Is covered with 
Ice, squirt It with an approved de-lcing 
fluid to remove the ice. If the lock Is 
frozen Internally, you may be able to thaw 
It out by using a heated key. Handle the 
heated key with care to avoid Injury. 
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Use approved window washer 
anti-freeze in system 

To keep the water In the window washer 
system from freezing, add an approved 
window washer antl-freeze solution In 
accordance with instructions on the con¬ 
tainer. Window washer anti-freeze is 
available from an authorized KIA dealer 
and most auto parts outlets. Do not use 
engine coolant or other types of anti¬ 
freeze as these may damage the paint 
finish. 
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Don’t iet your parking brake 
freeze 

Under some conditions your parking 
brake can freeze in the engaged position. 
This is most likely to happen when there 
Is an accumulation of snow or Ice around 
or near the rear brakes or If the brakes 
are wet. If there Is a risk the parking 
brake may freeze, apply It only temporar¬ 
ily while you put the gear shift lever In P 
(Park, automatic transaxle) or in first or 
reverse gear (manual transaxle) and 
block the rear wheels so the vehicle can¬ 
not roll. Then release the parking brake. 
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Don't iet ice and snow accumu- 
iate underneath 

Under some conditions, snow and Ice 
can build up under the fenders and Inter¬ 
fere with the steering. When driving in 
severe winter conditions where this may 
happen, you should periodically check 
underneath the vehicle to be sure the 
movement of the front wheels and the 
steering components are not obstructed. 
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Carry emergency equipment 

Depending on the severity of the weath¬ 
er, you should carry appropriate emer¬ 
gency equipment. Some of the items you 
may want to carry include tire chains, tow 
straps or chains, flashlight, emergency 
flares, sand, shovel, jumper cables, win¬ 
dow scraper, gloves, ground cloth, cover¬ 
alls, blanket, etc.

If you are considering towing with your 
vehicle, you should first check with your 
country's Department of Motor Vehicles 
to determine their legal requirements. 
Since laws vary the requirements for tow¬ 
ing trailers, cars, or other types of vehi¬ 
cles or apparatus may differ. Ask an 
authorized KIA dealer for further details 
before towing. 


^ WARNING - Towing a trail¬ 
er 

If you don't use the correct equip¬ 
ment and/or drive improperiy, you 
can lose controi when you puli a 
traiier. For exampie, if the traiier is 
too heavy, the brakes may not work 
weii - or even at ail. You and your 
passengers could be seriously or 
fatally injured. Puli a trailer only if 
you have foliowed ail the steps in 
this section. 


^ WARNING - Weight limits 
Before towing, make sure the totai 
trailer weight, GCW (gross combi¬ 
nation weight), GVW (gross vehicie 
weight), GAW (gross axie weight) 
and trailer tongue load are all with¬ 
in the iimits. 


/h CAUTION 

Pulling a trailer improperly can 
damage your vehicle and result in 
costly repairs not covered by your 
warranty. To pull a trailer correctly, 
follow the advice in this section. 


Your vehicle can tow a trailer.* To identify 
what the vehicle trailering capacity is for 
your vehicie, you should read the infor¬ 
mation in “Weight of the trailer’’ that 
appears later in this sectien. 


You may require an additional wiring har¬ 
ness connector to install a trailer hitch. 
Please contact an authorized KIA dealer 
for more details. 


Remember that trailering is different than 
just driving your vehicle by itself. 
Trailering means changes in handling, 
durability, and fuel economy. Successful, 
safe trailering requires correct equip¬ 
ment, and it has to be used properly. 

This section contains many time-tested, 
important trailering tips and safety rules. 
Many of these are important for your 
safety and that of your passengers. 
Please read this section carefully before 
you pull a trailer. 

Load-pulling components such as the 
engine, transaxle, wheel assemblies, and 
tires are forced to work harder against 
the load of the added weight. The engine 
is required to operate at relatively higher 
speeds and under greater leads. This 
additional burden generates extra heat. 
The trailer also adds considerably to 
wind resistance, increasing the pulling 
requirements. 
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Hitches 

It's important to have the correct hitch 
equipment. Crosswinds, iarge trucks 
going by, and rough roads are a few rea¬ 
sons why you’li need the right hitch. Here 
are some rules to follow: 

• Will you have to make any holes in the 
body of your vehicle when you install a 
trailer hitch? If you do, then be sure to 
seal the holes later when you remove 
the hitch. 

If you don’t seal them, deadly carbon 
monoxide (CO) from your exhaust can 
get into your vehicle, as well as dirt and 
water. 

• The bumpers on your vehicle are not 
intended for hitches. Do not attach 
rental hitches or other bumper-type 
hitches to them. Use only a frame- 
mounted hitch that does not attach to 
the bumper. 

• KIA trailer hitch accessory is available 
at an authorized KIA dealer. 
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Safety chains 

You should always attach chains 
between your vehicle and your trailer. 
Cross the safety chains under the tongue 
of the trailer so that the tongue will not 
drop to the road if it becomes separated 
from the hitch. 

Instructions about safety chains may be 
provided by the hitch manufacturer or by 
the trailer manufacturer. Follow the man¬ 
ufacturer's recommendation for attaching 
safety chains. Always leave just enough 
slack so you can turn with your trailer. 
And, never allow safety chains to drag on 
the ground.

Trailer brakes 

If your trailer is equipped with a braking 
system, make sure it conforms to your 
state’s regulations and that it is properly 
installed and operating correctly. 

If your trailer weight exceeds the maxi¬ 
mum allowed weight without trailer 
brakes, then the trailer will also require its 
own brakes as well. Be sure to read and 
follow the instructions for the trailer 
brakes so you’ll be able to install, adjust 
and maintain them properly. 

• Don’t tap into or modify your vehicle's 
brake system. 


^ WARNING - Trailer brakes 
Do not use a trailer with its own 
brakes unless you are absolutely 
certain that you have properly set 
up the brake system. This is not a 
task for amateurs. Use an experi¬ 
enced, competent trailer shop for 
this work. 
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Driving with a traiier 

Towing a trailer requires a certain 
amount of experience. Before setting out 
for the open road, you must get to know 
your trailer. Acquaint yourself with the 
feel of handling and braking with the 
added weight of the trailer. And always 
keep in mind that the vehicle you are 
driving is now a good deal longer and net 
nearly so responsive as your vehicle is 
by itself. 

Before you start, check the trailer hitch 
and platform, safety chains, electrical 
connector(s), lights, tires and mirror 
adjustment. If the trailer has electric 
brakes, start your vehicle and trailer mov¬ 
ing and then apply the trailer brake con¬ 
troller by hand to be sure the brakes are 
working. This lets ycu check your electri¬ 
cal ccnnection at the same time. 

During your trip, check occasionally to be 
sure that the load is secure, and that the 
lights and any trailer brakes are still wcrk- 
ing.

Following distance 

Stay at least twice as far behind the vehi¬ 
cle ahead as you would when driving 
your vehicle without a trailer. This can 
help you avoid situations that require 
heavy braking and sudden turns.

Passing 

You’ll need more passing distance up 
ahead when you’re towing a trailer. And, 
because of the increased vehicle length, 
you’ll need to go much farther beyond the 
passed vehicle before you can return to 
your lane. Due to the added load to the 
engine when going uphill the vehicle may 
also take longer to pass than it would on 
flat ground.

Backing up 

Hold the bottom of the steering wheel 
with one hand. Then, to move the trailer 
to the left, just move yeur hand to the left. 
To move the trailer to the right, move your 
hand to the right. Always back up slowly 
and, if possible, have someone guide 
you.

Making turns 

When you’re turning with a trailer, make 
wider turns than normal. Do this so your 
trailer won’t strike soft shoulders, curbs, 
road signs, trees, or other objects near 
the edge of the road. Avoid jerky or sud¬ 
den maneuvers. Signal well in advance 
before turning or lane changes. 
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Turn signals when towing a trailer 

When you tow a trailer, your vehicle has 
to have a different turn signal flasher and 
extra wiring. The green arrows on your 
instrument panel will flash whenever you 
signal a turn or lane change. Properly 
connected, the trailer lights will also flash 
to alert other drivers you’re about to turn, 
change lanes, or stop. 

When towing a trailer, the green arrows 
on your instrument panel will flash for 
turns even if the bulbs on the trailer are 
burned out. Thus, you may think drivers 
behind you are seeing your signals 
when, in fact, they are not. It’s important 
to check occasionally to be sure the trail¬ 
er bulbs are still working. You must also 
check the lights every time you discon¬ 
nect and then reconnect the wires. 

Do not connect a trailer lighting system 
directly to your vehicle’s lighting system. 
Use only an approved trailer wiring har¬ 
ness. 

An authorized KIA dealer can assist you 
in installing the wiring harness. 


A WARNING 

Failure to use an approved trailer 
wiring harness could result in dam¬ 
age to the vehicle electrical system 
and/or personal injury.

Driving on grades 

Reduce speed and shift to a lower gear 
before you start down a long or steep 
downgrade. If you don’t shift down, you 
might have to use your brakes so much 
that they would get hot and no longer 
operate efficiently. 

On a long uphill grade, shift down and 
reduce your speed to around 45 mph (70 
km/h) to reduce the possibility of engine 
and transaxle overheating. 

If your trailer weighs more than the max¬ 
imum trailer weight without trailer brakes 
and you have an automatic transaxle, 
you should drive in D (Drive) when tow¬ 
ing a trailer. 

Operating your vehicle in D (Drive) when 
towing a trailer will minimize heat build up 
and extend the life of your transaxle.

Driving your vehicle 


A CAUTION 

• When towing a trailer on steep 
grades (in excess of 6%) pay 
close attention to the engine 
coolant temperature gauge to 
ensure the engine does not over¬ 
heat. 

If the needle of the coolant tem¬ 
perature gauge moves across the 
dial towards “H” (HOT), pull over 
and stop as soon as it is safe to 
do so, and allow the engine to idle 
until it cools down. You may pro¬ 
ceed once the engine has cooled 
sufficiently. 

• You must decide driving speed 
depending on trailer weight and 
uphill grade to reduce the possi¬ 
bility of engine and transaxle 
overheating.

Parking on hills 

Generally, If you have a trailer attached to 
your vehicle, you should not park your 
vehicle on a hill. People can be seriously 
or fatally injured, and both your vehicle 
and the trailer can be damaged if they 
unexpectedly roll downhill. 


^ WARNING - Parking on a 
hill 

Parking your vehicle on a hill with a 
trailer attached could cause seri¬ 
ous injury or death, should the trail¬ 
er break loose or brake stops work¬ 
ing. 


However, if you ever have to park your 

trailer on a hill, here's how to do it: 

1. Pull the vehicle into the parking space. 
Turn the steering wheel in the direction 
of the curb (right if headed downhill, 
left if headed up hill). 

2. If the vehicle has a manual transaxle, 
place the car in neutral. If the vehicle 
has an automatic transaxle, place the 
car in P (Park). 

3. Set the parking brake and shut off the 
vehicle. 


4. Place chocks under the trailer wheels 
on the down hill side of the wheels. 

5. Start the vehicle, hold the brakes, shift 
to neutral, release the parking brake 
and slowly release the brakes until the 
trailer chocks absorb the load. 

6. Reapply the brakes, reapply the park¬ 
ing brake and shift the vehicle to R 
(Reverse) for manual transaxle or P 
(Park) for automatic transaxle. 

7. Shut off the vehicle and release the 
vehicle brakes but leave the parking 
brake set. 


^ WARNING - Parking brake 
It can be dangerous to get out of 
your vehicle if the parking brake is 
not firmiy set. 

If you have left the engine running, 
the vehicle can move suddenly. You 
or others could be seriously or 
fatally injured. 
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When you are ready to leave after park¬ 
ing on a hill 

1. With the manual transaxle in Neutral 
or automatic transaxle in P (Park), 
apply your brakes and hold the brake 
pedal down while you: 

• Start your engine; 

• Shift into gear; and 

• Release the parking brake. 

2. Slowly remove your foot from the 
brake pedal. 

3. Drive slowly until the trailer is clear of 
the chocks. 

4. Stop and have someone pick up and 
store the chocks.

Maintenance when trailer towing 

Your vehicle will need service more often 
when you regularly pull a trailer. 
Important items to pay particular atten¬ 
tion to include engine oil, automatic 
transaxle fluid, axle lubricant and cooling 
system fluid. Brake condition is another 
important item to frequently check. Each 
item is covered in this manual, and the 
Index will help you find them quickly. If 
you’re trailering, it’s a good idea to review 
these sections before you start your trip. 
Don’t forget to also maintain your trailer 
and hitch. Follow the maintenance 
schedule that accompanied your trailer 
and check it periodically. Preferably, con¬ 
duct the check at the start of each day’s 
driving. Most importantly, all hitch nuts 
and bolts should be tight. 
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A CAUTION 

• Due to higher load during trailer 
usage, overheating might occur 
in hot days or during uphili driv¬ 
ing. If the coolant gauge indicates 
over-heating, switch off the A/C 
and stop the vehicie in a safe area 
to cooi down the engine. 

• When towing check transaxie 
fiuid more frequently. 
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If you do decide to pull a trailer 

Here are some important points if you 

decide to puil a trailer: 

• Consider using a sway control. You can 
ask a hitch dealer about sway control. 

• Do not do any towing with your car dur¬ 
ing its first 1,200 miles (2,000 km) in 
order to allow the engine to properly 
break in. Failure to heed this caution 
may result in serious engine or 
transaxle damage. 

• When towing a trailer, be sure to con¬ 
sult an authorized KIA dealer for fur¬ 
ther information on additional require¬ 
ments such as a towing kit, etc. 

• Always drive your vehicle at a moder¬ 
ate speed (less than 60 mph (100 
km/h)). 

• On a long uphill grade, do not exceed 
45 mph (70 km/h) or the posted towing 
speed limit, whichever is lower.

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Weight of the trailer 

What is the maximum safe weight of a 
traiier? It shouid never weigh more than 
the maximum traiier weight with trailer 
brakes. But even that can be too heavy. 

It depends on how you plan to use your 
trailer. For example, speed, altitude, road 
grades, outside temperature and how 
often your vehicle is used to pull a trailer 
are all important. The ideal trailer weight 
can also depend on any special equip¬ 
ment that you have on your vehicle.

Weight of the trailer tongue 

The tongue load of any trailer is an 
important weight to measure because it 
affects the total gross vehicle weight 
(GVW) of your vehicle. This weight 
includes the curb weight of the vehicle, 
any cargo you may carry in it, and the 
people who will be riding in the vehicle. 
And if you will tow a trailer, you must add 
the tongue load to the GVW because 
your vehicle will also be carrying that 
weight. 


The trailer tongue should weigh a maxi¬ 
mum of 10% of the total loaded trailer 
weight, within the limits of the maximum 
permissible trailer tongue load. After 
you've loaded your trailer, weigh the trail¬ 
er and then the tongue, separately, to 
see if the weights are proper. If they 
aren’t, you may be able to correct them 
simply by moving some items around in 
the trailer.

1. Locate the statement "The combined 
weight of occupants and cargo 
should never exceed XXX kg or X>0( 
lbs." on your vehicle's placard. 

2. Determine the combined weight of 
the driver and passengers that will 
be riding in your vehicle. 

3. Subtract the combined weight of the 
driver and passengers from XXX kg 
or XXX lbs. 

4. The resulting figure equals the 
available amount of cargo and lug¬ 
gage load capacity. For example, if 
the "XXX" amount equals 1400 
lbs. and there will be five 150 lbs. 
passengers in your vehicle, the 
amount of available cargo and lug¬ 
gage load capacity is 650 lbs.

The certification iabei is iocated on 
the driver's door sili at the center pii- 
iar. 

This iabei shows the maximum 
aiiowabie weight of the fuiiy ioaded 
vehicie. This is caiied the GVWR 
(Gross Vehicie Weight Rating). The 
GVWR inciudes the weight of the 
vehicle, all occupants, fuel and 
cargo. 

This label also tells you the maxi¬ 
mum weight that can be supported 
by the front and rear axles, called 
Gross Axle Weight Rating (GAWR). 


To find out the actual loads on your 
front and rear axles, you need to go 
to a weigh station and weigh your 
vehicle. Your dealer can help you with 
this. Be sure to spread out your load 
equally on both sides of the center- 
line. 


^ WARNING - Over loading 
• Never exceed the GVWR for 
your vehicle, the GAWR for 
either the front or rear axle 
and vehicle capacity weight. 
Exceeding these ratings can 
cause an accident or vehicle 
damage. You can calculate the 
weight of your load by weigh¬ 
ing the items (or people) 
before putting them in the 
vehicle.

The hazard warning flasher serves as a 
warning to other drivers to exercise 
extreme caution when approaching, 
overtaking, or passing your vehicle.

Jump starting 

Jump starting can be dangerous if done 
incorrectly. Therefore, to avoid harm to 
yourself or damage to your vehicle or 
battery, follow these jump starting proce¬ 
dures. If in doubt, we strongly recom¬ 
mend that you have a competent techni¬ 
cian or towing service jump start your 
vehicle. 

A CAUTION 

Use only a 12-volt jumper system. 
You can damage a 12-volt starting 
motor, ignition system, and other 
electrical parts beyond repair by 
use of a 24-volt power supply (either 
two 12-volt batteries in series or a 
24-volt motor generator set). 


A WARNING - Battery 
Never attempt to check the elec¬ 
trolyte level of the battery as this 
may cause the battery to rupture or 
explode causing serious injury. 


A WARNING - Battery 

• Keep all flames or sparks away 
from the battery. The battery pro¬ 
duces hydrogen gas which may 
explode if exposed to flame or 
sparks. 

If these instructions are not fol¬ 
lowed exactly, serious personal 
injury and damage to the vehicle 
may occur!

Jump starting procedure 

1. Make sure the booster battery is 12- 
volt and that its negative terminai is 
grounded. 

2. If the booster battery is in another 
vehicle, do not allow the vehicles to 
come in contact. 

3. Turn off aii unnecessary electricai 
ioads. 

4. Connect the jumper cables in the exact 
sequence shown in the iliustration. 
First connect one end of a jumper 
cabie to the positive terminai of the 
discharged battery (1), then connect 
the other end to the positive terminal 
of the booster battery (2). 

Proceed to connect one end of the 
other jumper cable to the negative ter¬ 
minal of the booster battery (3), then 
the other end to a solid, stationary, 
metaliic point (for exampie, the engine 
lifting bracket) away from the battery

Do not aiiow the jumper cabies to con¬ 
tact anything except the correct battery 
terminais or the correct ground. Do not 
iean over the battery when making 
connections. 

A CAUTION - Battery cables 
Do not connect the jumper cable 
from the negative terminal of the 
booster battery to the negative ter¬ 
minal of the discharged battery. 
This can cause the discharged bat¬ 
tery to overheat and crack, releas¬ 
ing battery acid. 


5. Start the engine of the vehicie with the 
booster battery and iet it run at 2,000 
rpm, then start the engine of the vehi¬ 
cie with the discharged battery.

Push-starting 

Vehicies equipped with automatic 
transaxie and manuai transaxle vehicles 
equipped with ciutch iock system cannot 
be push-started.

If your temperature gauge indicates over¬ 
heating, you experience a ioss of power, 
or hear ioud pinging or knocking, the 
engine wiii probabiy be too hot. If this 
happens, you shouid: 

1. Puii off the road and stop as soon as it 
is safe to do so. 

2. Piace the shift iever in P (Park, auto¬ 
matic transaxie) or Neutrai (manual 
transaxle) and set the parking brake. If 
the air conditioning is on, turn it off. 

3. If engine cooiant is running out under 
the vehicie or steam is coming out 
from underneath the hood, stop the 
engine. Do not open the hood untii the 
cooiant has stopped running or the 
steaming has stopped. If there is no 
visibie ioss of engine cooiant and no 
steam, ieave the engine running and 
check to be sure the engine cooiing 
fan is operating. If the fan is not run¬ 
ning, turn the engine off. 


4. Check to see if the water pump drive 
beit is missing, if it is not missing, 
check to see that it is tight, if the drive 
beit seems to be satisfactory, check for 
cooiant ieaking from the radiator, 
hoses or under the vehicie. (if the air 
conditioning had been in use, it is nor- 
mai for coid water to be draining from 
it when you stop). 


A WARNING 

While the engine is running, keep 
hair, hands and clothing away from 
moving parts such as the fan and 
drive belts to prevent injury. 


5. If the water pump drive beit is broken 
or engine cooiant is ieaking out, stop 
the engine immediateiy and cail the 
nearest authorized KIA deaier for 
assistance. 


A WARNING 

Do not remove the radiator cap 
when the engine is hot. This may 
result in coolant being blown out of 
the opening and cause serious 
burns. 


6. if you cannot find the cause of the 
overheating, wait untii the engine tem¬ 
perature has returned to normai. Then, 
if cooiant has been iost, carefuiiy add 
cooiant to the reservoir to bring the 
fiuid ievei in the reservoir up to the 
haifway mark. 

7. Proceed with caution, keeping aiert for 
further signs of overheating, if over¬ 
heating happens again, caii an author¬ 
ized KIA dealer for assistance. 

A CAUTION 

Serious loss of coolant indicates 
there is a leak in the cooling system 
and this should be checked as soon 
as possible by an authorized KIA 
dealer. 
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TIRE PRESSURE MONITORING SYSTEM (TPMS) 



(1) Low tire pressure telltale / 
TPMS malfunction indicator 


Each tire, including the spare (if pro¬ 
vided), should be checked monthly 
when cold and inflated to the inflation 
pressure recommended by the vehi¬ 
cle manufacturer on the vehicle plac¬ 
ard or tire inflation pressure label. (If 
your vehicle has tires of a different 
size than the size indicated on the 
vehicle placard or tire inflation pres¬ 
sure label, you should determine the 
proper tire inflation pressure for 
those tires.) 


As an added safety feature, your 
vehicle has been equipped with a tire 
pressure monitoring system (TPMS) 
that illuminates a low tire pressure 
telltale when one or more of your 
tires is significantly under-inflated. 
Accordingly, when the low tire pres¬ 
sure telltale illuminates, you should 
stop and check your tires as soon as 
possible, and inflate them to the 
proper pressure. Driving on a signifi¬ 
cantly under-inflated tire causes the 
tire to overheat and can lead to tire 
failure. Under-inflation also reduces 
fuel efficiency and tire tread life, and 
may affect the vehicle’s handling and 
stopping ability. 

Please note that the TPMS is not a 
substitute for proper tire mainte¬ 
nance, and it is the driver’s responsi¬ 
bility to maintain correct tire pres¬ 
sure, even if under-inflation has not 
reached the level to trigger illumina¬ 
tion of the TPMS low tire pressure 
telltale. 


Your vehicle has also been equipped 
with a TPMS malfunction indicator to 
indicate when the system is not 
operating properly. The TPMS mal¬ 
function indicator is combined with 
the low tire pressure telltale. When 
the system detects a malfunction, 
the telltale will flash for approximate¬ 
ly one minute and then remain con¬ 
tinuously illuminated. This sequence 
will continue upon subsequent vehi¬ 
cle start-ups as long as the malfunc¬ 
tion exists. When the malfunction 
indicator is illuminated, the system 
may not be able to detect or signal 
low tire pressure as intended. TPMS 
malfunctions may occur for a variety 
of reasons, including the installation 
of replacement or alternate tires or 
wheels on the vehicle that prevent 
the TPMS from functioning properly. 
Always check the TPMS malfunction 
telltale after replacing one or more 
tires or wheels on your vehicle to 
ensure that the replacement or alter¬ 
nate tires and wheels allow the 
TPMS to continue to function proper¬ 
ly- 
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* NOTICE 

If the TPMS, Low Tire Pressure 
indicator do not illuminate for 3 sec¬ 
onds when the ignition switch is 
turned to the ON position or engine 
is running, or if they remain illumi¬ 
nated after coming on for approxi¬ 
mately 3 seconds, take your car to 
your nearest authorized KIA dealer 
and have the system checked. 


Low tire pressure telltale 


When the tire pressure monitoring 
system warning indicators are iilumi- 
nated, one or more of your tires is 
significantly under-inflated. 

If the telltale illuminates, immediately 
reduce your speed, avoid hard cor¬ 
nering and anticipate increased stop¬ 
ping distances. You should stop and 
check your tires as soon as possible. 
Inflate the tires to the proper pres¬ 
sure as indicated on the vehicle’s 
placard or tire inflation pressure label 
located on the driver’s side center pil¬ 
lar outer panel. If you cannot reach a 
service station or if the tire cannot 
hold the newly added air, replace the 
low pressure tire with the spare tire. 



Then the TPMS malfunction indicator 
and the Low Tire Pressure telltale 
may turn on and illuminate after 
restarting and about 20 minutes of 
continuous driving before you have 
the low pressure tire repaired and 
replaced on the vehicle. 

A CAUTION 

In winter or cold weather, the 
low tire pressure telltale may be 
illuminated if the tire pressure 
was adjusted to the recom¬ 
mended tire inflation pressure 
in warm weather. It does not 
mean your TPMS is malfunction¬ 
ing because the decreased tem¬ 
perature leads to a proportional 
lowering of tire pressure. 

When you drive your vehicle 
from a warm area to a cold area 
or from a cold area to a warm 
area, or the outside temperature 
is greatly higher or lower, you 
should check the tire inflation 
pressure and adjust the tires to 
the recommended tire inflation 
pressure. 
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^ WARNING - Low pressure 
damage 

Significantly low tire pressure 
makes the vehicle unstable and 
can contribute to loss of vehicle 
control and increased braking 
distances. 

Continued driving on low pres¬ 
sure tires can cause the tires to 
overheat and fail. 



TPMS (Tire Pressure 
Monitoring System) 
malfunction indicator 


The low tire pressure telltale will illu¬ 
minate after it blinks for approximate¬ 
ly one minute when there is a prob¬ 
lem with the Tire Pressure Monitoring 
System. If the system is able to cor¬ 
rectly detect an underinflation warn¬ 
ing at the same time as system fail¬ 
ure then it will illuminate both the 
TPMS malfunction and low tire pres¬ 
sure position telltales e.g. if Front Left 
sensor fails, the TPMS malfunction 
indicator illuminates, but if the Front 
Right, Rear Left, or Rear Right tire is 
under-inflated, the low tire pressure 
position telltales may illuminate 
together with the TPMS malfunction 
indicator. 

Have the system checked by an 
authorized KIA dealer as soon as 
possible to determine the cause of 
the problem. 


/h CAUTION 

• The TPMS malfunction indica¬ 
tor may be illuminated if the 
vehicle is moving around elec¬ 
tric power supply cables or 
radios transmitter such as at 
police stations, government 
and public offices, broadcast¬ 
ing stations, military installa¬ 
tions, airports, or transmitting 
towers, etc. This can interfere 
with normal operation of the 
Tire Pressure Monitoring 
System (TPMS). 

• The TPMS malfunction indica¬ 
tor may be illuminated if snow 
chains are used or some sep¬ 
arate electronic devices such 
as notebook computer, mobile 
charger, remote starter or 
navigation etc., are used in the 
vehicle. This can interfere with 
normal operation of the Tire 
Pressure Monitoring System 
(TPMS). 
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Changing a tire with TPMS 

If you have a flat tire, the Low Tire 
Pressure teiitaie wiil come on. Have 
the fiat tire repaired by an authorized 
KIA deaier as soon as possibie or 
repiace the fiat tire with the spare 
tire. 

A CAUTION 

NEVER use a puncture-repair¬ 
ing agent to repair and/or infiate 
a iow pressure tire.

Once the low pressure tire is reinflat¬ 
ed to the recommended pressure 
and installed on the vehicle or the 
TPMS sensor mounted on the 
replaced spare wheel is initiated by 
an authorized KIA dealer, the TPMS 
malfunction indicator and the low tire 
pressure telltale will extinguish within 
a few minutes of driving. 

If the indicator is not extinguished 
after a few minutes of driving, please 
visit an authorized KIA dealer.

If you have a tire gauge, remove the 
valve cap and check the air pressure. 
If the pressure is lower than recom¬ 
mended, drive slowly to the nearest 
service station and inflate to the cor¬ 
rect pressure. If it is too high, adjust 
it until it is correct. Always reinstall 
the valve cap after checking or 
adjusting the tire pressure. If the cap 
is not replaced, dust and dirt may get 
into the tire valve and air may leak 
from the tire. If you lose a valve cap, 
buy another and install it as soon as 
possible. 

After you have changed the wheels, 
always secure the flat tire in its place 
and return the jack and tools to their 
proper storage locations.

Recommended pressures must be 
maintained for the best ride, vehicle 
handling, and minimum tire wear. 

For recommended inflation pressure, 
refer to “Tire and wheels” in section 
8 .

A WARNING - Tire under¬ 
inflation 

Severe underinflation can lead 
to severe heat build-up, causing 
blowouts, tread separation and 
other tire failures that can result 
in the loss of vehicle control 
leading to severe injury or 
death. This risk is much higher 
on hot days and when driving 
for long periods at high speeds. 


/h CAUTION 

• Underinflation also results in 
excessive wear, poor handling 
and reduced fuel economy. 
Wheel deformation also is 
possible. Keep your tire pres¬ 
sures at the proper levels. If a 
tire frequently needs refilling, 
have it checked by an author¬ 
ized KIA dealer. 

• Overinflation produces a 
harsh ride, excessive wear at 
the center of the tire tread, and 
a greater possibility of dam¬ 
age from road hazards.

Recheck the 
tire pressure with the tire gauge. Be 
sure to put the valve caps back on 
the valve stems. They help prevent 
leaks by keeping out dirt and mois¬ 
ture.

• Inspect your tires frequently 
for proper inflation as well as 
wear and damage. Always use 
a tire pressure gauge.

3. Checking tire life (TIN : Tire 
Identification Number) 

Any tires that are over 6 years old, 
based on the manufacturing date, 
(including the spare tire) should be 
replaced by new ones. You can find 
the manufacturing date on the tire 
sidewall (possibly on the inside of the 
wheel), displaying the DOT Code. 
The DOT Code is a series of num¬ 
bers on a tire consisting of numbers 
and English letters. The manufactur¬ 
ing date is designated by the last four 
digits (characters) of the DOT code. 

DOT : XXXX XXXX 0000 

The front part of the DOT means a 
plant code number, tire size and 
tread pattern and the last four num¬ 
bers indicate week and year manu¬ 
factured. 

For example: 

DOT XXXX XXXX 1610 represents 
that the tire was produced in the 16th 
week of 2010.

4. Tire ply composition and material 

The number of layers or plies of rub¬ 
ber-coated fabric in the tire. Tire 
manufacturers also must indicate the 
materials in the tire, which include 
steel, nylon, polyester, and others. 
The letter "R" means radial ply con¬ 
struction; the letter "D" means diago¬ 
nal or bias ply construction; and the 
letter "B" means belted-bias ply con¬ 
struction.

5 . Maximum permissible inflation 
pressure 

This number is the greatest amount 
of air pressure that should be put in 
the tire.

This number indicates the maximum 
load in kilograms and pounds that 
can be carried by the tire.

Tread wear 

The tread wear grade is a compara¬ 
tive rating based on the wear rate of 
the tire when tested under controlled 
conditions on a specified govern¬ 
ment test course. For example, a tire 
graded 150 would wear one-and-a- 
half times (iy 2 ) as well on the gov¬ 
ernment course as a tire graded 100. 

The relative performance of tires 
depends upon the actual conditions 
of their use, however, and may 
depart significantly from the norm 
due to variations in driving habits, 
service practices and differences in 
road characteristics and climate. 

These grades are molded on the 
side-walls of passenger vehicle tires. 
The tires available as standard or 
optional equipment on your vehicle 
may vary with respect to grade. 
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Traction - AA, A, B & C 
The traction grades, from highest to 
iowest, are AA, A, B and C. Those 
grades represent the tire’s abiiity to 
stop on wet pavement as measured 
under controiied conditions on spec¬ 
ified government test surfaces of 
asphait and concrete. A tire marked 
C may have poor traction perform¬ 
ance.

Temperature -A, B & C 
The temperature grades are A (the 
highest), B and C representing the 
tire’s resistance to the generation of 
heat and its abiiity to dissipate heat 
when tested under controiied condi¬ 
tions on a specified indoor laboratory 
test wheel. 

Sustained high temperature can 
cause the material of the tire to 
degenerate and reduce tire life, and 
excessive temperature can lead to 
sudden tire failure. The grade C cor¬ 
responds to a level of performance 
which all passenger car tires must 
meet under the Federal Motor 
Vehicle Safety Standard No. 109. 
Grades B and A represent higher 
levels of performance on the labora¬ 
tory test wheel than the minimum 
required by law.

Tire terminology and definitions 
Air Pressure: The amount of air 
inside the tire pressing outward on 
the tire. Air pressure is expressed in 
pounds per square inch (psi) or kilo- 
pascal (kPa). 

Accessory Weight: This means the 
combined weight of optional acces¬ 
sories. Some examples of optional 
accessories are, automatic 
transaxle, power seats, and air con¬ 
ditioning. 

Aspect Ratio: The relationship of a 
tire's height to its width. 

Belt: A rubber coated layer of cords 
that is located between the plies and 
the tread. Cords may be made from 
steel or other reinforcing materials. 
Bead: The tire bead contains steel 
wires wrapped by steel cords that 
hold the tire onto the rim. 

Bias Ply Tire: A pneumatic tire in 
which the plies are laid at alternate 
angles less than 90 degrees to the 
centerline of the tread. 


Cold Tire Pressure: The amount of 
air pressure in a tire, measured in 
pounds per square inch (psi) or kilo- 
pascals (kPa) before a tire has built 
up heat from driving. 

Curb Weight: This means the weight 
of a motor vehicle with standard and 
optional equipment including the 
maximum capacity of fuel, oil and 
coolant, but without passengers and 
cargo. 

DOT Markings: A code molded into 
the sidewall of a tire signifying that 
the tire is in compliance with the U.S. 
Department of Transportation motor 
vehicle safety standards. The DOT 
code includes the Tire Identification 
Number (TIN), an alphanumeric des¬ 
ignator which can also identify the 
tire manufacturer, production plant, 
brand and date of production. 
GVWR: Gross Vehicle Weight Rating 

GAWR FRT: Gross Axle Weight 
Rating for the Front Axle. 

GAWR RR: Gross Axle Weight 
Rating for the Rear axle. 


Intended Outboard Sidewall: The 

side of an asymmetrical tire, that 
must always face outward when 
mounted on a vehicle. 

Kilopascal (kPa):The metric unit for 
air pressure. 

Load Index: An assigned number 
ranging from 1 to 279 that corre¬ 
sponds to the load carrying capacity 
of a tire. 

Maximum Inflation Pressure: The 

maximum air pressure to which a 
cold tire may be inflated. The maxi¬ 
mum air pressure is molded onto the 
sidewall. 

Maximum Load Rating: The load 
rating for a tire at the maximum per¬ 
missible inflation pressure for that 
tire. 

Maximum Loaded Vehicle Weight: 

The sum of curb weight; accessory 
weight; vehicle capacity weight; and 
production options weight. 

Normal Occupant Weight: The 

number of occupants a vehicle is 
designed to seat multiplied by 150 
pounds (68 kg). 
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Occupant Distribution: Designated 
seating positions. 

Outward Facing Sidewaii: The side 
of a asymmetricai tire that has a par¬ 
ticular side that faces outward when 
mounted on a vehicle. The outward 
facing sidewall bears white lettering 
or bears manufacturer, brand, and/or 
model name molding that is higher or 
deeper than the same moldings on 
the inner facing sidewall. 

Passenger (P-Metric) Tire: A tire 
used on passenger cars and some 
light duty trucks and multipurpose 
vehicles. 

Recommended infiation Pressure: 

Vehicle manufacturer's recommend¬ 
ed tire inflation pressure and shown 
on the tire placard. 

Radiai Piy Tire: A pneumatic tire in 
which the ply cords that extend to the 
beads are laid at 90 degrees to the 
centerline of the tread. 

Rim: A metal support for a tire and 
upon which the tire beads are seat¬ 
ed. 

Sidewaii: The portion of a tire 
between the tread and the bead. 


Speed Rating: An alphanumeric 
code assigned to a tire indicating the 
maximum speed at which a tire can 
operate. 

Traction: The friction between the 
tire and the road surface. The 
amount of grip provided. 

Tread: The portion of a tire that 
comes into contact with the road. 

Treadwear indicators: Narrow 
bands, sometimes called "wear 
bars," that show across the tread of a 
tire when only 2/32 inch of tread 
remains. 

UTQGS: Uniform Tire Quality 
Grading Standards, a tire information 
system that provides consumers with 
ratings for a tire's traction, tempera¬ 
ture and treadwear. Ratings are 
determined by tire manufacturers 
using government testing proce¬ 
dures. The ratings are molded into 
the sidewall of the tire. 

Vehicie Capacity Weight: The num¬ 
ber of designated seating positions 
multiplied by 150 lbs. (68 kg) plus the 
rated cargo and luggage load. 


Vehicie Maximum Load on the 
Tire: Load on an individual tire due to 
curb and accessory weight plus 
maximum occupant and cargo 
weight. 

Vehicie Normai Load on the Tire: 

Load on an individual tire that is 
determined by distributing to each 
axle its share of the curb weight, 
accessory weight, and normal occu¬ 
pant weight and driving by 2. 

Vehicie Piacard: A label permanent¬ 
ly attached to a vehicle showing the 
original equipment tire size and rec¬ 
ommended inflation pressure. 
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All season tires 

KIA specifies aii season tires on 
some modeis to provide good per¬ 
formance for use aii year round, 
inciuding snowy and icy road condi¬ 
tions. Aii season tires are identified 
by ALL SEASON and/or M-rS (Mud 
and Snow) on the tire sidewaii. Snow 
tires have better snow traction than 
aii season tires and may be more 
appropriate in some areas. 

Summer tires 

KIA specifies summer tires on some 
modeis to provide superior perform¬ 
ance on dry roads. Summer tire per¬ 
formance is substantiaiiy reduced in 
snow and ice. Summer tires do not 
have the tire traction rating M-i-S 
(Mud and Snow) on the tire side waii. 
if you pian to operate your vehicie in 
snowy or icy conditions. KIA recom¬ 
mends the use of snow tires or aii 
season tires on aii four wheeis. 


Snow tires 

If you equip your car with snow tires, 
they shouid be the same size and 
have the same ioad capacity as the 
originai tires. Snow tires shouid be 
instaiied on aii four wheeis; other¬ 
wise, poor handiing may resuit. 

Snow tires shouid carry 4 psi (28 
kPa) more air pressure than the 
pressure recommended for the stan¬ 
dard tires on the tire iabei on the dri¬ 
ver's side of the center piilar, or up to 
the maximum pressure shown on the 
tire sidewaii, whichever is iess. 

Do not drive faster than 75 mph (120 
km/h) when your vehicie is equipped 
with snow tires. 


Tire chains 

Tire chains, if necessary, shouid be 
instaiied on the front wheeis. 

Be sure that the chains are instaiied 
in accordance with the manufactur¬ 
er's instructions. 

To minimize tire and chain wear, do 
not continue to use tire chains when 
they are no ionger needed. 
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^ WARNING - Snow or ice 

• When driving on roads cov¬ 
ered with snow or ice, drive at 
iess than 20 mph (30 km/h). 

• Use the SAE “S” ciass or wire 
chains. 

• If you hear noise caused by 
chains contacting the body, 
retighten the chain to avoid 
contact with the vehicle body. 

• To prevent body damage, 
retighten the chains after driv¬ 
ing 0.3~0.6 miles (0.5-1.0 km). 

• Do not use tire chains on 
vehicles equipped with alu¬ 
minum wheels.

Radial-ply tires 

Radial-ply tires provide improved 
tread life, road hazard resistance and 
smoother high speed ride. The radi¬ 
al-ply tires used on this vehicle are of 
belted construction, and are selected 
to complement the ride and handling 
characteristics of your vehicle. 
Radial-ply tires have the same load 
carrying capacity, as bias-ply or bias 
belted tires of the same size, and use 
the same recommended inflation 
pressure. Mixing of radial-ply tires 
with bias-ply or bias belted tires is 
not recommended. Any combina¬ 
tions of radial-ply and bias-ply or bias 
belted tires when used on the same 
vehicle will seriously deteriorate 
vehicle handling. The best rule to fol¬ 
low is: Identical radial-ply tires should 
always be used as a set of four. 


Longer wearing tires can be more 
susceptible to irregular tread wear. It 
is very important to follow the tire 
rotation interval shown in this section 
to achieve the tread life potential of 
these tires. Cuts and punctures in 
radial-ply tires are repairable only in 
the tread area, because of sidewall 
flexing. Consult your tire dealer for 
radial-ply tire repairs.

This vehicle has 2 fuse panels, one locat¬ 
ed in the driver’s side panel bolster, the 
other in the engine compartment near 
the battery. 

If any of your vehicle’s lights, acces¬ 
sories, or controls do not work, check the 
appropriate circuit fuse. If a fuse has 
blown, the element inside the fuse will 
melt. 

If the electrical system does not work, 
first check the driver’s side fuse panel.

Make 
sure the drain hoies in the iower edges of 
the doors and rocker paneis are kept 
ciear and clean. 

Insects, tar, tree sap, bird droppings, 
industriai poiiution and simiiar deposits 
can damage your vehicie's finish if not 
removed immediateiy. 

Even prompt washing with piain water 
may not compieteiy remove ail these 
deposits. A miid soap, safe for use on 
painted surfaces, may be used. 

After washing, rinse the vehicie thor¬ 
oughiy with iukewarm or coid water. Do 
not aliow soap to dry on the finish. 


A CAUTION 

• Do not use strong soap, chemical 
detergents or hot water, and do 
not wash the vehicle in direct 
sunlight or when the body of the 
vehicle is warm. 

• Be careful when washing the side 
windows of your vehicle. 
Especailly, with high-pressure 
water. Water may leak through the 
windows and wet the interior. 

• To prevent damage to the plastic 
parts and lamps, do not clean 
with chemical solvents or strong 
detergents.

Removing oil, tar, and similar materials 
with a spot remover will usually strip the 
wax from the finish. Be sure to re-wax 
these areas even if the rest of the vehicle 
does not yet need waxing.

• Wiping dust or dirt off the body 
with a dry cloth will scratch the 
finish. 

• Do not use steei wool, abrasive 
cieaners, acid detergents or 
strong detergents containing 
high aikaline or caustic agents on 
chrome-piated or anodized aiu- 
minum parts.

If these materials 
are not removed, accelerated rusting can 
occur on underbody parts such as the 
fuel lines, frame, floor pan and exhaust 
system, even though they have been 
treated with rust protection. 

Thoroughly flush the vehicle underbody 
and wheel openings with lukewarm or 
cold water once a month, after eff-road 
driving and at the end of each winter. Pay 
special attention to these areas because 
it is difficult to see all the mud and dirt. It 
will do more harm than good to wet down 
the road grime without removing it. The 
lower edges of the doors, rocker panels, 
and frame members have drain holes 
that should not be allowed to clog with 
dirt; trapped water in these areas can 
cause rusting.

Corrosion protection 
Protecting your vehicle from corrosion 
By using the most advanced design and 
construction practices to combat corro¬ 
sion, we produce vehicies of the highest 
quaiity. However, this is oniy part of the 
job. To achieve the iong-term corrosion 
resistance your vehicle can deiiver, the 
owner’s cooperation and assistance is 
also required. 

Common causes of corrosion 

The most common causes of corrosion 

on your vehicie are: 

• Road sait, dirt and moisture that is 
aiiowed to accumulate underneath the 
vehicle. 

• Removal of paint or protective coatings 
by stones, gravel, abrasion or minor 
scrapes and dents which ieave unpro¬ 
tected metai exposed to corrosion. 


High-corrosion areas 
If you live in an area where your vehicie 
is reguiariy exposed to corrosive materi- 
ais, corrosion protection is particuiariy 
important. Some of the common causes 
of acceierated corrosion are road saits, 
dust controi chemicais, ocean air and 
industriai poiiution. 


Moisture breeds corrosion 
Moisture creates the conditions in which 
corrosion is most iikeiy to occur. For 
exampie, corrosion is acceierated by 
high humidity, particuiariy when tempera¬ 
tures are just above freezing, in such 
conditions, the corrosive materiai is kept 
in contact with the vehicie’s surface by 
moisture that evaporate siowiy. 

Mud is particuiariy corrosive because it 
dries siowiy and holds moisture in con¬ 
tact with the vehicie. Aithough the mud 
appears to be dry, it can stili retain the 
moisture and promote corrosion. 

High temperatures can aiso acceierate 
corrosion of parts that are not properiy 
ventiiated so the moisture can be dis¬ 
persed. For aii these reasons, it is partic¬ 
uiariy important to keep your vehicie 
ciean and free of mud or accumuiations 
of other materiais. This appiies not oniy 
to the visibie surfaces but particuiariy to 
the underside of the vehicie. 
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To help prevent corrosion 
You can help prevent corrosion from get¬ 
ting started by observing the following: 

Keep your vehicle clean 

The best way to prevent corrosion is to 
keep your vehicle clean and free of cor¬ 
rosive materials. Attention to the under¬ 
side of the vehicle is particularly impor¬ 
tant. 

• If you live in a high-corrosion area — 
where road salts are used, near the 
ocean, areas with industrial pollution, 
acid rain, etc.—, you should take extra 
care to prevent corrosion. In winter, 
hose off the underside of your vehicle 
at least once a month and be sure to 
clean the underside thoroughly when 
winter is over. 


* When cleaning underneath the vehicle, 
give particular attention to the compo¬ 
nents under the fenders and other 
areas that are hidden from view. Do a 
thorough job; just dampening the accu¬ 
mulated mud rather than washing it 
away will accelerate corrosion rather 
than prevent it. Water under high pres¬ 
sure and steam are particularly effec¬ 
tive in removing accumulated mud and 
corrosive materials. 

* When cleaning lower door panels, 
rocker panels and frame members, be 
sure that drain holes are kept open so 
that moisture can escape and not be 
trapped inside to accelerate corrosion. 

Keep your garage dry 

Don't park your vehicle in a damp, poorly 
ventilated garage. This creates a favor¬ 
able environment for corrosion. This is 
particularly true if you wash your vehicle 
in the garage or drive it into the garage 
when it is still wet or covered with snow, 
ice or mud. Even a heated garage can 
contribute to corrosion unless it is well 
ventilated so moisture is dispersed. 


Keep paint and trim in good condition 

Scratches or chips in the finish should be 
covered with "touch-up" paint as soon as 
possible to reduce the possibility of cor¬ 
rosion. If bare metal is showing through, 
the attention of a qualified body and paint 
shop is recommended. 

Bird droppings : Bird droppings are high¬ 
ly corrosive and may damage painted 
surfaces in just a few hours. Always 
remove bird droppings as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

Don't neglect the interior 

Moisture can collect under the floor mats 
and carpeting and cause corrosion. 
Check under the mats periodically to be 
sure the carpeting is dry. Use particular 
care if you carry fertilizers, cleaning 
materials or chemicals in the vehicle. 
These should be carried only in proper 
containers and any spills or leaks should 
be cleaned up, flushed with clean water 
and thoroughly dried.

In order to assure the proper function of 
the emission control systems, it is rec¬ 
ommended that you have your vehicle 
inspected and maintained by an author¬ 
ized KIA dealer in accordance with the 
maintenance schedule in this manual.
